POLICE ADMINISTRATION REPORT OF BURMA 
For the year 1899. 


Extract from the Proceedings of the Government of Burma in the Police Department, No. 7P.-10, dated the 
17th August 1900, 


READ— 

Report ‘on the Police Administration of Burma for the year 1899. 

RESOLUTION.—The report was received in print in the Secretariat on the 
18th June, being due on the 1st. The Rangoon Town Police force has been dealt 
with in a separate Resolution and, in the following comments, will be omitted from 
consideration. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe that the Inspector- 
General of Police has been able to reduce considerably the length of the report. 


2. The most noticeable features of the year were the general increase of cog- 
nizable crime and the falling off in the number of 
dacoities and robberies. The forms of crime 
which most largely engaged the attention of the police were cattle thefts and seri- 
ous hurt cases. The efficiency of the police was maintained, and they were as- 
sisted in a most satisfactory manner by headmen and villagers. A new edition of 
the Police Manual, prepared by Mr. Ingle, was completed during the year, and 
a Military Police Manual was in course of compilation. A new family pension 
scheme for gazetted officers of the Civil Police was brought into force. 


General observations. 


3. There was a slight increase of 88 officers and men to the civil police 
force during the year of report. Considerable addi- 
tions were made to the Hanthawaddy, Tharrawaddy, 
and Amherst district forces, while a reduction of 74 constables was effected in 
Pakékku. . The strength of the force was, maintained more nearly at the sanction- 
ed figure than in the previous year, and the total cost of the regular force was 
higher by nearly Rs. 70,000 than in 1898, while local and private forces cost some- 
what less than in that year, and there was a large decrease in the cost of the rail- 
way police. 


Constitution and cost of the force. 


4. The total number of dismissals, removals, and departmental fines and 
punishments during 1899 was 2,314 as compared with 
2,184 in the previous year; but the conduct of the 
police is reported to have been generally good and the number of rewards, depart- 
mental and magisterial, shows a most satisfactory increase. The Lieutenant- 
Governor regrets to learn of the wholesale complicity of the police with cattle 
thieves in the Magwe district, and trusts that the punishments already inflicted will 
prove effectual. A comparison of rewards with punishments is most favourable to 
the conduct of the men in Thatén and Amherst, and least favourable to the Tharra- 
-waddy and Yaméthin forces. No rewards were given in Théngwa or Mergui, 
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while in Bhamo 93 per cent. of the force were rewarded either departmentally 
or by Magistrates. The omission to grant any rewards in Théngwa is a blot on 
the police administration of the district. The high place which it occupies in 
the table given in paragraph 43 of the report shows that much good work was 
done by the police. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the local officers will, 
in future, make full use of their powers of granting rewards. In Tharrawaddy 
and Pegu also, where the work of the police is very arduous, greater liberality in 
granting rewards wou'd probably be attended by good results. Desertions were 
most numerous in Amherst, and nearly zo per cent. of the actual force resigned 
without pension or gratuity in the Salween, Mergui, and Pakékku districts. On the 
1st January 1900 the actual police force of the province was 4°3 per cent. below 
the sanctioned strength. In Mandalay (96), Pakékku (61), and Amherst (56) the 
deficiency was considerable. The abolition of the 4th grade constable in Manda- 
lay, which was recently sanctioned, should enable the District Superintendent of _ 
Police to recruit the force up to its full sanctioned strength. It is presumed that 
the deficiency in Amherst and Pakékku was due to the wastage in desertions and 
resignations. 
5. The percentage of illiterate men in the Civil Police Force was 18°17. 
The figure for the preceding year, when the inclusion 
foregtining and education of the of the Rangoon Town Police with its large number 
of natives of India injuriously affected the average, 
was 20°98. The most noticeable points in connection with this subject are the 
improvement of Kyaukpyu, Thayetmyo, and Meiktila and the serious falling off in 
the Ruby Mines. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to see that 69 per cent. of 
the small force in the Northern Shan States are literate. Six thousand seven 
hundred and forty-seven old constables were trained during the year and 4,824 or 
71 per cent. passed the qualifying test. The requisite number of men were train- 
ed in most districts ; but in Amherst, owing to the difficulty of bringing men in from 
distant frontier posts, this was found impossible. The results of the training were 
on the whole very satisfactory, but in Minbu more than go per cent. and in the 
Ruby Mines more than 70 per cent. of the men trained failed to qualify. The 
Lieutenant-Governor will be glad to learn the reason of these wholesale failures. A 
larger number of recruits were trained anda larger proportion (67 per cent.) passed 
from the depdt than in the previous year, but an unduly large proportion were 
again untrained. The results of the quarterly examinations of constables and of 
the musketry course were satisfactory, and it may be said that there was a general 
improvement in the trainmg of the force. 
6. Except in Kyaukpyu and Magwe police buildings are reported to be in 
a satisfactory condition. Exception is taken by the 
Inspector-General of Police to the nature of the ac- 
commodation afforded by the present system of temporary cottages for the men, 
but it is to be no‘ed that he on'y quo‘es the adverse comments of local officers. It 
is not claimed for these cot!ages that they are not capable of improvement, but 
economy has to be considered, and the defect is rather one of quantity than of 
quality. When good cause is showna higher price per cottage is sanctioned. The 
Lieutenant-Governor is g'ad to see that the requirements of the Pakékku district in 
the matter of police buildings are being attended to. During the year under re- 
port a general scheme for the disarmament of police-stations was decided upon 
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and it is presumed has been carried intoeffect. Under this scheme none but 
thoroughly defensible stations will be supplied with firearms, and the risk of arms 
being stolen will be much reduced. 


7. Inspections were on the whole sufficiently frequent. The reasons given 
by the District Superintendents of Police, Yaméthin 
and Shwebo, for not visiting all their posts are not suffi- 
cient, and the changes of officers in Katha do not excuse the omission to inspect 
two important police stations. The District Superintendent of Police, Amherst, 
was prevented by illness from visiting all his frontier posts and is not to blame- 
The District Superintendent of Police, Myitkyina, reports that he inspected all his 
posts more than twice, but he shows only four posts, whereas the Inspector-Gen- 
eral of Police shows six. Both Commissioners and Deputy Commissioners were 
diligent in inspecting police stations, and though the Inspector-General of Police was 
not able to perform as many inspections as in the previous year, the Officiating 
Deputy Inspector-General travelled all over the province and exercised a valuable 
supervision. 


Inspections. 


8. The total number of true cognizable cases disposed of during the year is 
returned as 39,593, and that of the previous year as 
37,786. During the year 1899 crime increased under 
each class heading, the most serious increases being those under Classes II and 
III. In Class II there is no sign of abatement in the number of stabbing cases* 
In many districts this form of crime, which was commented on at length in the 
Resolution on the Report of 1898, has attained very serious proportions, The 
Deputy Commissioner, Tharrawaddy, reports that clasp-knives were used in nine 
murder cases, 12 theft and robbery cases, and 41 cases of hurt ; and under the head 
‘Hurt by dangerous weapon” there were large increases in the Prome, Mergui, 
Thayetmyo, Sagaing, Pakékku, and Henzada districts. It was pointed out last year 
that the remedy lies to a great extent in the hands of the magistracy, but it is not 
stated how far the suggestions then made for the suppression of these crimes have 
been adopted. There was a satisfactory improvement in the Bassein, Théngwa, 
and Myaungmya districts, which from the district reports appears to be due to the 
infliction of severer sentences in the Court of Sessions. There still appears to be 
a tendency on the part of Burman Magistrates to allow serious cases to be com- 
pounded. In Prome 1g cases of grievous hurt and 15 cases under section 324 are 
said by the District Superintendent of Police to have been compounded, and it is 
clearly desirable that important cases should be taken up in the first instance by 
the District Magistrate. It is hardly a sufficient explanation of the increase of 63 
cases in the Henzada district that it is due to “ better reporting and stricter super- 
vision,” and the Commissioner is requested to see that special attention is paid to 
the prevention and punishment of this class of crime. It is suggested by some 
officers that the possession of clasp-knives should be made a punishable offence, 
and that offences under section 324 should be non-compoundable. The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor is inclined to think that if legislation is needed it should take the 
form of an addition to the Whipping Act, by which offences under sections 325 and 
326 would be made punishable with whipping in Lower Burma, as they are at 
present in Upper Burma under the second schedule of the Burma Laws Act, 
1898. In the meantime His Honour desires that the means which already exist 
for the suppression of this form of crime may be more stringently applied, 
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and that in the report for 1900 the result of these measures may be more fully set 
forth. The most noteworthy pointin connection with Class III is the increase in 
the various forms of house-trespass and serious mischief. Henzada shows a large 
increase of 93 cases under these two heads. The maiming of cattle is another 
offence which requires really deterrent sentences, and in the districts where it is 
prevalent magisterial severity should be insisted upon. The increase in Class IV 
calls for no remarks. It occurred chiefly in Henzada and Sandoway. Dacoity, 
robbery, and cattle-theft are dealt with elsewhere. There was an increase of 488 
in the number of ordinary thefts, but the value of the property stolen was con- 
siderably lower than in the previous year. The largest number of cases during the 
year occurred in Tharrawaddy and the most considerable increase in Henzada. 
In both districts detection in theft cases was above the average and in the former 
it showed a great improvement. The increase in Henzada, which is not explained, 
appears to have occurred largely in Henzada town itself. In Bassein the increase 
is attributed to a poor harvest and to the faulty classification of cases by Magis- 
trates in the previous year; in Toungoo to the greater activity of the police ; and 
in Yaméthin to the immigration of bad characters from bordering districts. Neither 
the increase of theft nor the failure of detection in Magwe is explained by the 
District Superintendent of Police, though the Deputy Commissioner remarks that 
in previous years cases were not reported. It is probable that the corruption of 
the subordinate police had some connection with both subjects. The comparative 
Statement in paragraph 43 of the Inspector-General of Police’s report shows the 
general results of police work. On the average detection was equally successful as 
in 1898. Of the districts with a heavy tale of crime Mandalay, Thongwa, Myaung- 
mya, Prome, and Bassein did well. Tharrawaddy improved and Hanthawaddy and 
Pegu justify the Commissioner’s remark that the results of the working of the 
police were unsatisfactory, the small percentage of convictions as compared with 
cases decided by trial being due, in Mr. Bridges’ opinion, to want of care and at- 
tention in the investigation and preparation of cases which are left to the subordi- 
nate police. In Tavoy, Yaméthin, and Meiktila the same causes appear to have 
been at work. 


g. The decrease in violent crime is one of the most satisfactory features of 
the report of 1899. There were 33 fewer dacoities 
and 38 fewer robberies than in the previous year. A 
larger proportion of the cases brought to trial ended in conviction, and the number 
of cases in which firearms were used fell from 81 to 34. In only five districts were 
there more than five dacoities, and on the whole the crime was not of such a seri- 
ous character as in the previous year. The only organized gang of dacoits, which 
troubled the Bassein and Myaungmya districts, was broken up and a revolver re- 
covered. Many instances of gallant action on the part of villagers are recorded, 
and the detection of violent crime shows a considerable improvement, especially in 
the Myaungmya and Théngwa districts. The pacification of the Pa-an subdivision 
of the That6n district since the death of the notorious Mutupa and the good work of 
the police elsewhere have effected a great improvement in that district. Petty 
highway robberies were still numerous in Lower Burma. In many districts constant 
patrolling has had a good effect in checking this form of crime. Thugyis were 
punished for burking robberies in the Henzada district. As noted by the In- 
spector-General of Police, the District Superintendent of Police, Tharrawaddy, and 
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the subdivisional police officers were again negligent in visiting the scenes of» 
violent crimes. As Tharrawaddy returned nearly twice as many violent crimes as 
any other district it was specially incumbent on the superior officers of police to 
supervise personally the investigation of such cases. Experience has repeatedly 
Proved that the personal efforts of superior police officers are indispensable to 
success in dealing with violent crime. The Lieutenant-Governor must insist on 
strict compliance with Circular 75 of 1894 in the Tharrawaddy district. More 
energy might have been shown in this respect in Prome and Akyab also. 


10, There were 3,442 cattle-thefts in 1899 as compared with 3,300 in 1898, 
Tharrawaddy, which was already far the worst district 
in this respect, shows a further increase of 155 cases, 
but the total number of cattle stolen was less than in 1898. There were nearly 100 
more cases in Prome and Henzada than in the previous year. Magwe, also a no- 
torious district for cattle-thieves, shows an increase of 31 cases, while Hanthawaddy, 
Thayetmyo, and Shwebo improved. The percentage of convictions to true cases 
dealt with was one per cent. higher than in 1898, and the number of cattle re- 
covered was considerably larger than the number recovered in that year. Detec- 
tion was bad in Tharrawaddy and Magwe and in several other districts, but good 
in Minbu, Théngwa, and Myaungmya. The system under which complainants 
compound with the thieves for the return of stolen cattle no doubt injuriously affects 
the percentage of conviction. This can be partly remedied by making cattle-theft 
one of the offences which, under the Village Act and Regulation, headmen are bound 
to report ; but as such an obligation imposed under section 5 of the Lower Burma 
Village Act, or section 4 of the Upper Burma Village Regulation, does not con- 
stitute one of the “public duties ” of a headman, villagers who omit to report 
to the headman could not be punished for such omission under section g or 8 re- 
spectively. The track law is reported to have been fully enforced in the Thar- 
rawaddy and Prome districts, but is not mentioned in the Hanthawaddy report, and 
appears to have fallen into abeyance in Pegu, where no fines were imposed 
during the year. The Commissioner is requested to see that this valuable weapon 
for the prevention of cattle theft is properly utilized in the last mentioned districts 
so far as the nature of the country permits. The Lieutenant-Governor has read 
with interest the suggestions of Mr. Bridges for the suppression of cattle-theft 
in the Pegu division, which has become a very serious question. Sir Frederic 
Fryer will be prepared to support any scheme on the lines suggested which may 
require his orders. It occurs to him that good results might be obtained by ap- 
pointing a selected Assistant Superintendent of Police to collect and collate all 
available information as to the devices and movements of cattle thieves in the Pegu 
division, and to assist local officers in preparing concerted measures for dealing 
with cattle theft. If the Commissioner and the Inspector-General of Police desire 
that such an appointment should be made they are requested to select an officer 
and to make proposals for appointing him in due course. 
11, There were 4,703 prosecutions under the preventive sections of the Cri- 
minal Procedure Code, or 566 more than‘in the pres 
woe Preventive provisions of the vious year, and 3,863 persons were ordered to furnish 
security as against 3,280 in 1898, the percentage rising 
from 79 to 82. In view of the general increase of crime (other than crime of the 


most serious kind) there can be no doubt that this increase was justified, and it 
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eis satisfactory to see that these provisions of the law were vigorously worked in 

Tharrawaddy and Henzada, where the high proportion of persons ultimately placed 

on security appears to show that the powers were not abused. In Pegu, Prome, 
Amherst, Magwe, and Toungoo proceedings were instituted against a larger 
number of persons than in 1898, but in the latter district the percentage of persons 
called on to furnish security was unduly small owing, it is said, to the failure of 
witnesses to substantiate their statements before the Magistrate. The Commis- 
sioner is requested to enquire into the cause of the small percentage of successful 
proceedings in Meiktila, Myingyan, and Kyauksé. Abortive or unnecessary action 
under the preventive sections is extremely injurious to good police administration 
and harassing to the people. In Akyab, Bassein, Thayetmyo, the Lower Chindwin, 
and Myingyan there were considerably fewer proceedings than in the previous year. 
It is not possible to comment in general terms on the variations in the number 
of persons who, failing to give security, are imprisoned. Circumstances neces- 
sarily vary in different districts. In Tharrawaddy the proportion is reported by 
the Deputy Commissioner to have been very high. In Arakan the Commissioner 
attributes it to the demand for excessive security. Any tendency in this direction 
should be checked by Sessions Judges in their revisional capacity. It is a com- 
mon complaint that evidence of bad livelihood given to the police is not repeated 
before a Magistrate. The Lieutenant-Governor fears that this is often due to the 
reluctance of the witnesses to attend a distant Court. For this reason it was 
laid down in Judicial Department Circular No. 17 of 1888 that such cases should 
as often as possible, be taken up by the Magistrate when on tour. Evidence 
given on the spot, and therefore easily corroborated or confuted, is more likely to 
be of a reliable character than the unwilling testimony of a few leading villagers 


summoned to the headquarters of the township or subdivision, and examined in 
the presence of strangers and policemen. 


é 


The number of registered criminals and pardoned offenders under police sur- 
veillance at the end of 1899 was 18,642 as against 17,725 at the end of the previous 
year. The discrepancy between this figure and that given in the report of 1898 is 
presumably due to the inclusion of all registered criminals who were again convicted 
and were undergoing sentences of imprisonment at the end of the year. For this 
reason a comparison of the percentages of those whose residence was unknown (11°5 
per cent. in 1899 and 9g per cent. in 1898) is deceptive. The percentage in Hantha- 
waddy and Mandalay was over go per cent., and in Myaungmya, Katha, and Sagaing 
over 20 per cent. of the total number under surveillance. In several districts nearly 
half the total number of registered criminals were in jail at the end ofthe year. The 
supervision of criminals appears on the whole to have been thorough. The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor is not inclined to burden the village headman with any more re- 
sponsibility in connection with this subject than that which is involved in the obli- 
gation to give all possible inf ormation to beat constables. There were fewer abscond- 
ing offenders during 1899 and a larger proportion were arrested than in the previous 
year. The Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the Inspector-General of Police that 
t is not necessary to record evidence under section 512 of the Criminal Procedure 
Code before the publication of the suspected person’s name in the Police Gazette. 
Under section 87 of the Code of Criminal Procedure an offender may be pros 
claimed without the recording of evidence. The police Were Seen very successful 
‘n the identification of old offenders. In one case in, Théngwa it was left to the 
Jail authorities to identify a man twice previously convicted. ‘There has been a

steady improvement in this direction during the last few years, and under the newly 
introduced system of finger prints there should be practically no failures. The In- 
spector-General of Police is unable to give more than a sketch of the progress of 
the new system. There has hardly been time for its advantages to make them- 
selves felt. 
12. In spite of the usual reports of mechanical and perfunctory work in 
some districts, the system of beat patrols appears on 
a the whole to have been successful. Much can be 
done by personal instruction to make the enquiries and notes of the beat constable 
more intelligent and useful, and care should be taken that good work is rewarded. 
The tendency of the patrols to degenerate into formal and infructuous visits is en- 
hanced in small districts where the beats are compact and the same villages are 
taken in the same order every week or fortnight. In the regular and recurring 
portion of their duties, namely, the supervision of criminals, the usefulness of beat 
constables leaves little to be desired, and no opportunity should be lost of en- 
couraging them to more {intelligent effort in other directions. Fewer cases were 
brought to light by their agency than in the previous year, and it is noticeable that 
for the second year in succession their work in this respect in the Bassein dis- 
trict was barren. 


13. Headmen of villages are reported generally to have given every assis- 

tance to the police, and it is a safe inference from this 
policeand fact that the relations between police and villagers 

are satisfactory. Their co-operation in the Thaton 
district is reported to have been of great assistance in preventing cattle theft. It 
is most satisfactory to note that headmen have shown more willingness to help in 
bad livelihood cases. In Toungoo and Mergui the conduct of ward headmen 
leaves something to be desired, but that the co-operation of elders in towns can 
be secured is clear from the success which has been attained in Mandalay. A 
large number of rewards were given to individual headmen and villagers who on 
several occasions displayed conspicuous gallantry. The District Superintendent 
of Police, Upper Chindwin, appears to be unaware that he is authorized to reward 
good service on the part of villagers. A proposal to modify the obligation of vil- 
lagers to report all arrivals and departures of strangers to the headman is now 
under consideration. The proposal, referred to in paragraph 110 of the report, to 
empower village headmen to impose fines for failure to report arrivals in villages has 
not been adopted, as it is considered that it would place a dangerous power in 
their hands. The Lieutenant-Governor congratulates District Officers on the 
success which has been attained in securing the cordial co-operation of headmen 
and villagers, and trusts that those districts in which there is still reported to be 
room for improvement will soon be brought into line with the rest of the province. 


Relations between the 
village headmen. 


14. The strength of the Railway Police was reduced by 50 men and the force 
was redistributed during the year under report. Its 
efficiency remained unimpaired and in spite ofthe 
extension of the railway line under supervision there was a decrease of cognizable 
crime and a most satisfactory improvement in its detection. The Railway Police 
were particularly successful in dealing with thefts. There wereno murders and 
only three robberies during the year, and the most important crime committed on 
the railway, a case of datura poisoning, was well detected. The offender was 
ultimately convicted and executed ona similar but more serious charge in Rangoon. 
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There was only one serious case of attempted derailment, which fortunately 
was not successful. In other cases obstacles appear to have been placed onthe 
line by malicious employés in order to get others into trouble. 

MILITARY POLICE. 

1s. The total sanctioned strength of the Military Police force was nearly the 
same as in the previous year. The reduction of the 
paoteneth ane eapstitiey of the Tower Chindwin (subsequently the Karen) Battalion 
by two companies was balanced by additions to the 
Toungoo and Mandalay Battalions. The Upper Chindwin Battalion, having suf- 
fered severely from sickness, was almost entirely replaced by companies transferred 
from Ménywa, whither the Karen Battalion was transferred from Toungoo and the 
Ruby Mines. Several other alterations were made in the caste composition of 
various battalions. The number of British officers serving with the Military 
Police remained unaltered. The partial or total replacement of the Military force 
now in the Southern Shan States by Military Police is under consideration and the 
recruiting of three additional companies is now in progress. There was a slight de- 
crease in the number of Mounted Infantry, due to a reduction in that arm of the 
force in the Lower Chindwin (Karen) Battalion. Since the_close of the year a large 
number of ponies were sold to the Military Department for employment in South 
Africa. The actual strength of the Military Police was less than 300 below the 
sanctioned strength on 1st January 1900, and there was no difficulty in obtaining 
recruits of all classes. Sanction was given to the enlistment of a second company 
of Kachins for the Bhamo Battalion. The purchase of 50 mules as permanent 
transport for the Chin Hills Battalion was sanctioned during the year, as an experi- 

ment, the hire system having proved costly and unsatisfactory, 


16. The total number of casualties in the Military Police was 480, or nearly 
100 more than in the previous year, the percentage 


4 oe rising from 2°56 to 3:27. Thirty more men were 
invalided and nearly 80 more died in Burma than in 1898. The Karens suffered 


severely from cholera both in Toungoo and the Chindwin, and the first effect of the 
climate of Lower Burma on the debilitated men transferred from the Upper Chindwin 
was disastrous. There was much sickness amongst the men serving in Katha and on 
the Mandalay-Kunlén Railway. The Military Police have now been removed from 
Mount Victoria (in the Chin Hills) pending the provision of accommodation and 
the clearing of the ground. The percentage of men admitted to hospital was slight- 
ly lower than in the previous year. It was highest inthe Northern Shan States and 
Ruby Mines Battalion. Double furlough was sanctioned for the latter battalion 
during the year. 


Health of the force. 


17. The number of resignations and desertions showsa satisfactory decrease. 
It was still high in the Bhamo, Toungoo, and Myit- 
kyina Battalions. The transfer of the Karen Batta- 
lion to Upper Burma appears to have reduced the tendency or opportunity to desert. 
The conduct of this battalion at Ménywa was a blot on the record of the year. 
Six men were convicted of a disgraceful mutiny and riot in which British officers 
were wounded, and as a result of the trial and of a departmental enquiry a large 
number (including three Native officers) were dismissed from the force. The 
battalion has been broken up and the companies composing it have been distribue 
ted over other battalions. A further indication of their misconduct is a rise in 
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the number of departmental punishments from 12 to 96. A bad case of refusal 
to obey orders was disposed of in Tavoy. 


18. A very successful punitive expedition across the administrative border 
was carried out at the end of the open season of 1898- 
99 by a column selected fromthe Myitkyina Batta- 
lion, which also provided the force required to accompany Mr. H. F. Hertz, C.L.E., 
on an expedition despatched to explore the northern watershed of the Salween and 
the ’Nmaikha. The Reserve Escort of the Burma-China Boundary Commission 
during the season 1899-1900 was provided by the Bhamo and Myitkyina Battalions. 
The escorts of Civil officers on tour inthe Kachin Hills were as usual supplied by the 
Military Police, and inthe Chin Hills the disarmament operations kept the greater 
part of the battalion in the -field throughout the open season. The success 
which attended these operations has been largely due to the excellent spirit in 
which the officers and men of this battalion have performed their arduous duties, 
and the discipline and conduct of the battalion reflects the greatest credit on - 
Captain Sillery and his assistants. 
19. No inspections were carried out in Bhamo or the Northern Shan States 
by the Inspector-General of Police or his Deputy 
Ene anes during the year, but the former battalion was in- 
spected both by the Lieutenant-General Commanding the Forces in Madras and 
by Major-General Sir E. H. Collen, k.C.1.E., C.B. The latter also inspected the 
Myitkyina, Mandalay, and Rangoon Battalions, and the Major-General Com- 
manding Burma District inspected the Myitkyina Battalion. A large number of 
posts of the Toungoo Battalion were left unvisited during the year as the battalion 
was in a state of transition. 
The Lieutenant-Governor’s acknowledgments are due to Lieutenant- 
Colonel S.C. F. Peile, Inspector-General of Police. 
Res sicesiot giicere: and his Deputies, Mr. Dixon, Major Parkin, Mr. 
Hawkes, and Captain Robinson for their constant and efficient supervision of the 
police forces during the year. The Inspector-General of Police has again 
brought the names of a large number of officers to the notice of the Lieutenant- 
Governor for their good services, which Sir Frederic Fryer cordially acknowledges. 
Commissioners and Deputy Commissioners have as usual shown a keen and 
intelligent interest in the efficiency of the police.

4. The expenditure on account of Regular Police shows an increase cf 
Rs. 69,923. This comparatively large increase in cost was due partly to augmen- 
tation (88 officers and men) and partly to the actual strength having been main- 
tained nearer to the sanctioned strength in many districts (notably so in Akyab, 
Pegu, Henzada, Thaton, Thayetmyo, Minbu, Katha, and Yaméthin), also to in- 
creased expenditure on account of travelling allowance. The increase in the 
regular force shown as sanctioned in the report for 1898 did not fully operate 
until late in that year, whereas, it was in operation throughout the year under 
report. 


5. Other Local Forces.—These show a decrease of 46 officers and men and 
a decrease in cost of Rs. 7,286, due to the amalgamation with the District Exe- 
cutive Force of the Municipal Police in Pakékku, Shwebo, and Lower Chindwin. 


6. Lngaged by Banks and private persons.—Owing to the discontinuance 
of the maintenance by the Burma Railways Company of the sergeant and seven 
constables employed to watch the gangs of coolies constructing the Mandalay- 
Maymyo Railway there was a decrease in cost of Rs. 443.

8. There was an appreciable increase in the number of men dismissed and re- 
moved for misconduct. The number of rewards by Magistrates, and given de- 
partmentally, shows a marked increase during the year. This is in some measure 
due to rewards having been paid under the new Burma Gambling Act. The in- 
crease in the number of rewards by Magistrates is most noticeable in the Hantha- 
waddy, Henzada, Thatén, Mandalay, Bhamo, Shwebo, and Upper Chindwin dis- 
tricts. The conduct of the force generally was good, and their attitude towards 
the people was satisfactory. The reports on the Police of the Magwe district 
are most unfavourable. The Deputy Commissioner remarks: ‘‘ The conduct of 
“the majority of the police has been very bad. They have supported and joined 
“ with cattle-thieves, and have opposed and worked against the Government and 
“their superior officers in a way which has had a most disastrous result in the dis- 
“trict, The marked improvement in detection since their removal has been note- 
‘“‘ worthy.” The Commissioner remarks: “I fear there is only too good ground for 
‘believing that several of the Head Constables and Sergeants were in league with 
“cattle-stealing gangs.” Fifteen men in this district were tried and convicted 
during the year—five under the Police Act and ten under the Indian Penal Code

There was a slight decrease in the number of illiterate men in the force. 
The high percentage of illiterate men in the Salween, Northern Arakan Hill Tracts, 
Bhamo, Amherst, and Katha districts is due to the enlistment of men of frontier 
races for service at the outposts. The actual number of old constables trained 
and the results obtained are satisfactory. The large percentage of old constables 
who failed to qualify in the Minbu and Ruby Mines districts compares very un- 
favourably with the results obtained in other districts. The general results of the 
quarterly examinations show improvement. The results of the musketry course 
show a better figure of merit than was shown last year. Rifle-ranges were not 
available inthe Myaungmya and Hanthawaddy districts and in the Northern Shan 
States. A range has lately been constructed at Thamaing in the Hanthawaddy 
district, and the Military Police ranges should be available in future for the use of 
the Civil Police in the Northern Shan States, 
10. The want of ammunition is the reason assigned for the non-performance 
of the musketry course in the Bhamo, Ruby Mines, and Myingyan districts. This 
matter is under enquiry. 


SECTION IV.—STATE OF BUILDINGS AND DEFENCES, 
LOWER BURMA. 


11, The Public Works Department budget allotment for new Civil Police 
buildings for the financial year 1899-1900 was Rs. 4,33,920, being an increase of 
Rs. 2,21,995, and the probable allotment for the forthcoming year will be about 
Rs. 4,46,465. 

The construction and upkeep of temporary cottages is a very heavy drain on 
my resources. The cottages, which cost on an average Rs. 40 each, are generally 
repaired annually and renewed every three pte A new kind of double cottage 
costing Rs. 80 and to accommodate two families is now being built as an ex- 
periment, and local officers have been asked to report later on on the suitability 
of cottages of this type. 

At present the following, orders are in force throughout the province. 

Civil Police butldings—All Civil Police thanas constructed for defence 
against attack will be permanent buildings. 

Other Civil Poltce butldings.—(a) At headquarters of districts will as a rule 
be semi-permanent. 

(4) Outside headquarter stations will as a rule be temporary. These orders 
are being gradually conformed to as funds are available. 

Semi-permanent barracks cost at the rate of about Rs. 75 per man. 

A single semi-permanent cottage costs about Rs. 194 per man. 

If funds could be made available for semi-permanent cottages in lieu of 
temporary cottages, it would in the end prove an economical arrangement and 
would increase the popularity of the force. Semi-permanent barracks are only 
suitable for single men. 

12. Akyab.—Semi-permanent quarters are in course of construction for the 
Civil Police at headquarters and will probably be completed during the year 1900. 
_ Avakan Hill Tracts.—Buildings are in aoe order. New quarters for a 
European Inspector have been completed at Paletwa. Provision for new quarters 
for the Assistant Superintendent of Police has been made in the budget for the 
year 1900-190OI. 

Kyaukpyu.—-The Deputy Commissioner and Commissioner both report un- 
favourably on the state of the buildings generally in the district. The Public 
Works Department have been asked to allot funds during the year 1900-1901 for 
new police-stations at (1) Kyaukpyu, (2) An, (3) Ramree, (4) Cheduba, (5) Let- 
pan, and (6) Kyauknimaw. The police-station at Myebdn is under construction. 

he District Superintendent has been called upon to submit estimates for his re- 
quirements in respect of cottages. 

Sandoway.—New barracks at headquarters will be constructed during 1g00- 
1gol. . 
13. Hanthawaddy.—The construction of the new outposts at Pyawbwé and 
Kyaiktaw which were sanctioned last year at a cost of Rs. 4,286 each has been 
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completed. The general condition of the buildings in this district may be con- 
sidered.as good. 

Pegu.—Semi-permanent quarters will be erected at headquarters during 1900- 
1901, and new police-stations at Tawa, Myitkyo, and Paungdawthi have been 
commenced. 

Tharrawaddy.— A new police-station at Letpadan was commenced and com- 
pleted during the year. A new police-station, at Zigén was also commenced 
and is in course of construction. New outposts at Thénzé, Yegin, and Sanywe 
will be constructed as soon as funds are available. The police compound at 
Tharrawaddy has been raised on sanitary grounds, and semi-permanent quarters 
for 20 married men were erected during the year. Administrative sanction has 
been received to convert the Subdivisional Officer’s house into quarters for the Sub- 
divisional Police Officer. This will be done when new quarters have been con- 
structed for the Subdivisional Officer. 

Prome.—Cottages for the police at headquarters and the training depét 
were completed during the year. The Deputy Commissioner does not approve 
of the present, type of temporary cottage. I quote his remarks in full :— 

: . * * 


‘The majority of the cottages are not fit to live in and they are a constant source of 
complaint at inspections of thanas. In my opinion it is useless spending money year by 
year in building this class of cottage. The posts are generally small jungle-wood posts and 
get quickly eaten by beetles. It would be better to gradually replace them by cottages of 
a semi-permanent nature. The initial cost would be greater, but they would be cheaper in 
the end, and the men would be contented. Discomforts of this nature tend to check en- 
listing more than anything else.” 

* * * * * 

14. Bassein.—During the year barracks were built at Athégyi, and a new sta- 
tion-house at Yedwingén has been completed. A new station-house is under con- 
struction at Pyinkayaing and was almost completed at the end of the year. 

The District Superintendent recommends that semi-permanent cottages be 
built instead of temporary cottages, as the latter cause considerable trouble and 
expense to keep in repair. 


The Commissioner remarks— 
* x * * * 


‘Temporary cottages are a mistake anywhere.” 
* * * * * 


Rupees 7,000 has been allotted for barracks at Ngathainggyaung, and, if avail- 
able, funds will also be given to erect barracks at Talainggyaung and Thitnyogén 
during the forthcoming year. . 

Myaungmya.—Semi-permanent quarters for 15 Head Constables and Ser- 
geants, 25 single men, and 20 married Civil policemen with out-houses are in 
course of construction at headquarters. 


During the year a new station was completed at Wakéma. Quarters for the 
Assistant Superintendent of Police at Wakéma have been commenced. 

The Commissioner complains of the unsatisfactory progress of police build- 
ings in this district, especially as regards the Assistant Superintendent’s house at 
Wakéma. Endeavours will be made to make funds available for erecting police- 
stations at Lugaunggyun, Theinhla, Ngapyawgyaung, and Kyunthit. 

Thingwa.—The buildings throughout the district are in a fair state of repair. 

A new police-station on the defensible standard plan is about to be erected at 
Ma-ubin, and a new police-station at Pyapén has been budgetted for. Quarters 
for Inspectors at Ma-ubin, Dedayé, and Bogale will be built when funds permit. 

Henzada.—An estimate for Rs. 5,440 was sanctioned for constructing double 
cottages in the Henzada and Myanaung subdivisions and partly funded. Provi- 
sion has been made for constructing new quarters for 43 policemen at head- 
quarters. Money will be provided, if possible, for constructing new buildings at 
Neikban, Kénbyin, and Kwingauk. 

15. Zoungoo.—A new police-station was constructed at Pyu and the cottages 
throughout the district were repaired. 


The District Superintendent remarks : —_

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““T would recommend in the strongest manner possible that semi-permanent buildings 
be erected at the headquarters of subdivisions and townships.” 
* * * * * 

Salween.—The buildings are in a satisfactory condition. 

Thatén.—The general state of the buildings is good. A new police-station 
at Paingkyén and outpost buildings at Thé and Shwegun have been completed. 
New police-stations at Paung and Theinzeik are in the course of construction. 

Amherst.—The general state of the buildings is fair. 

New barracks for 21 Civil Police at Moulmein are nearly completed, and a 
police-station at Thabyu is in course of construction. Rupees 2,000 were given 
for renewing cottages at the frontier stations. The Public Works Department 
have been asked to include the following police-stations in their budget for the forth- 
coming year,—Gela, Karépi, Myawadi, Mitan, Lamaing, and Mudén. 

Tavoy.—The buildings in the district are in fair condition. , 

A new outpost building for the River Police will be completed before the end 
of the financial year 1899-1900. The quarters for the Headquarters Inspector 
are under construction. Provision is being made in the forthcoming budget for 
constructing barracks for 38 Civil Police at Tavoy. 

Mergui.—The general state of the buildings is good. During the year a 
defensible police-station was built at Lenya, and a police-station is in course of 
construction at Palauk. 

Minbu Division. 

16. Zhayetmyo.—New outposts at Thetkébyin and Ywataung are in course 
of construction. Provision for a first class police-station and barracks at head- 
quarters has been made. 

Pakékku.—The following original works were carried out or pit inhand dur- 
ing the year :— :

22. Bassein—Regarding the inspection work done by the District Superin- 
tendent of Police, the Commissioner remarks :— . 

“ The inspection work has been admirable ; I have read most of Mr. Tarleton’s inspec- 
tion notes and found them to be very thorough.” 

Myaungmya.—The District Superintendent of Police remarks as follows :— 

“Each station was inspected thoroughly once and flying visits paid at other times, 
which, however, under’the present rules do not count as inspections.” 

The Commissioner remarks :— 

‘“‘Mr. Barber’s inspections were very thorough no doubt, but too much time was spent 
over each of them.” 

The departmental rules (contained in the latter portion of paragraph 1297, 
Police Manual) do not admit of flying visits being treated as inspections. 

Katha.—The District Superintendent of Police did not inspect the policesta- 
tions at Banmauk and Mansi or the outposts at Naungmi and Shwegyaung during 
the year. He remarks :— 

“This is apparently owing to the constant change of District Superintendents of Po- 
lice during the year, there having been no less than six officers in charge during that 
time.” 

The two police-stations and Mansi outpost were, however, inspected four 
times in each case by the Subdivisional Police Officer, and Naungmi outpost was 
inspected once by the Subdivisional Police Officer. 

Shwebo.—The District Superintendent of Police left five posts uninspected 
during the year, namely—

Mr. Cumberland, District Superintendent of Police, was in charge of the dis- 
trict from January to October and Mr. Kiernander, District Superintendent of 
Police, arrived in Shwebo in November. Mr. Kiernander remarks :— 

“ During the year there was a run of violent crime and my predecessor’s attention was 


fully taken up investigating cases, and hence unimportant stations where there was no 
crime remained uninspected,” 
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I do not concur in these remarks. There were 13 cases of violent crime re- 
orted during the year and the District Superintendent of Police appears to have 

focally investigated eight cases only. Mr. Cumberland will be called upon to ex- 
plain the reason why so many posts were left uninspected. 

23. There were 466 inspections by Deputy Commissioners as opposed to 
508 inspections last year. 

Commissioners made 108 inspections as opposed to 115 last year. 

The Inspector-General of Police made 46 inspections. 

The Deputy Inspector-General of Civil Police carried out 120 inspections in 
19 districts as opposed to 74 inspections last year. The following districts were 
not inspected by the Inspector-General of Police or Deputy Inspector-General of

25. Class 1, Offences against the State, public tranquillity, safety, and 
justice.—-There was an increase of 11 cases during the year under this class. 
The heading ‘‘ Other offences against public justice” shows an increase of 32 
cases. 

26. Class IJ, Serious offences agatnst the person.—There was an increase of 
49 cases during the year. The number of cases of ‘ Murder by poison,” “‘ Other 
murders,” ‘ Attempts at murder,” and “ Hurt by dangerous weapon ” shows an 
increase, particularly noticeable in the cases of “ Hurt by dangerous weapon.” 
The number of cases of ‘‘ Grievous hurt ” and “ Criminal force to public servant,” 
&c., shows a decrease as compared with the figures of the previous year. 

27. Class IIT, Serious offences against person and property or against pro- 
perty only.—There was an increase of 305 cases under this class. The increase in 
the number of cases of “Serious mischief,” “ Mischief by killing, poisoning, or maim- 
ing any animal,” “ Lurking house-trespass or housebreaking,” and ‘‘ House-trespass 
with view to commit an offence” is very noticeable. There was a decrease in the 
number of cases of ‘‘ Dacoity ” and ‘‘ Robbery with hurt.” 

28. Class IV, Minor offences against the person.—The increase of cases 
under this class was due to cases of ‘‘ Rash acts, causing hurt or endangering life.” 

29. Class V, Minor offences against property.—The increase of 777 cases 
under this class is due to a large extent to cases of ‘Criminal breach of trust by 
public servant or by banker, &c.,” being included this year for the first time, and 
to the inclusion of cases of ‘‘ Cheating ” under sections 419 and 420, Indian Penal 
Code, during the whole year. The number of cases of “ Criminal or house-tres- 
pass” shows a decrease of 206. 

» 30. Class VI, Other offences not specified above—-The increase under this 
class is mainly due to the number of cases of ‘‘ Vagrancy and bad character” and 
“Public and local nuisances.” The number of offences against the “ Opium 
laws” and the “ Arms Act” shows a noticeable decrease. 

31. Akyab.—There was a satisfactory decrease under all classes, except 
Class I. The Deputy Commissioner attributes the decrease in the more serious 
crimes to better working of the preventive sections amongst the Chins. The 
decrease of 6 dacoity and robbery cases is satisfactory. 

Northern Arakan.—The dectease in crime in this district is most noticeable 
m Class V. 
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Kyaukpyu.—The increase of 12 cases of “Grievous hurt” and “ Hurt 
by dangerous weapon” and of offences in Class IV is marked. The District 
Superintendent of Police states that the increase of 128 cases in Class VI is due 
to more energetic action on the part of the police under the Excise and Opium 
laws and to increased prosecutions for “‘ Public and local nuisances.” 

Sandoway.—The increase in crime is most noticeable in Classes III, IV, and 
‘V. The town of Sandoway was responsible for this, and the District Superintend- 
ent of Police attributes it to better reporting. The Commissioner and Deputy 
Commissioner offer no remarks. 

32. Hanthawaddy—Crime in this district shows an increase of 113 cases 
mainly under Classes II, III,and V. More cases of ‘‘ Rape,” “ Mischief by killing, 
poisoning or maiming any animal,” and of “ Criminal or house-trespass ” occurred 
in this district than in any other district in the province. The District Superintend- 
ent of Police considers that in respect of hurt cases, which show an increase, 
Magistrates are still inclined to take a too lenient view of the offence. The 
Commissioner and Deputy Commissioner offer no remarks. 

Pegu.—This district shows a decrease of 1g0 cases. There wasan increase 
of 4 in the number of cases of ‘‘ Other murders,” and an increase of 4 of ‘ Kid- 
napping or abduction.” The decrease in the number of cases of ‘‘ Murder by rob- 
bers,” of “ Dacoity,” and of ‘‘Grievous hurt” and assaults on women is note- 
worthy. a 
7; harrawaddy.—This district shows an increase of 468 cases under Classes 
III, V, and VI. The increase is mainly due to the number'of cases of “ Va- 
grancy and bad character.” The increase in the number of cases of “ Attempt at 
murder,” of “ Kidnapping or abduction,” of ‘“ Lurking house-trespass or house- 
breaking,” of “ Cattle theft,” and of offences against the Arms Act is very notice- 
able. The decrease in the number of cases of ‘‘ Murder by dacoits or robbers,” 
of “ Dacoity” and “ Robbery with hurt,” of “ Criminal or house-trespass,” and of 
offences against the Gaming Acts is satisfactory. The district shows more cases 
of “ Cattle theft ” and “ Ordinary theft” during the year than any other district in 
the province. The District Superintendent of Police, supported by the Deputy 
Commissioner, complains of the method of dealing with pending cases at the end 
of the year in connection with the compilation of the figures included in the 
annual report. He has been asked to make his representations in this connec- 
tion in the form of an official letter through the usual channel. 

Prome.—This district shows an increase of 168 cases under Classes II, III, 
and V. The increased number of cases of ‘‘ Other murders,” ‘‘ Attempt at mur- 
der,” ‘‘Culpable homicide,” ‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon,” ‘ Criminal force,” 
“Dacoity,” “ Mischief by killing, poisoning or maiming any animal,” “ Lurking 
house-trespass or housebreaking with intent to commit an offence,” ‘‘ House-tres- 
pass with a view to commit an offence,” and “Cattle theft” is very noticeable. 
‘There was a noteworthy decrease in the number of cases of “‘ Grievous hurt ” 
and “ Offences against the Opium laws.” The District Superintendent of Police 
states that in the cases of ‘Hurt by dangerous weapon,” a clasp knife was the 
weapon generally used, and he urges the necessity for greater seal Sag to pre- 
vent the practice so common in the Prome district of carrying clasp knives on 
all occasions. 

33. Bassein.—This district shows a slight increase of 5 cases. The increase 
in the number of cases of “ Other murders,” “ Rape,” “ Dacoity,” “‘ Lurking house- 
trespass or housebreaking with intent to commit an offence,” and “ Ordinary 
theft ” is very noticeable. There was a satisfactory decrease in the number 
of cases of ‘‘ Grievous hurt,” “ Hurt by dangerous weapon,” “ Robbery,” “ Mischief 
by killing, poisoning or maiming any animal,” “ Cattle theft,” and of offences 
against the Arms Act and Gaming Act. Z 

Myaungmya.—There was a decrease of 160 cases in this district. There 
was anincrease of 12 cases of “ Lurking house-trespass or housebreaking with 
intent to commit an offence” and of 58 cases of “ Cheating.” Cases of ‘‘ Public 
and local nuisances” increased by 49. The decrease is most noticeable under 
the heads ‘‘ Other murders,” “ Rape,” “ Grievous hurt,” “ Ordinary theft,” “ Crimi- 
nal or house-trespass ” and offences against Excise laws and opium laws.

Théngwa.—This district shows an increase of 147 cases. The heading 
“Other offences against public justice” shows an increase of 20 cases. There 
was 1 case of “ Murder by robbers.” The increase under “ Kidnapping or ab- 
duction,” “ Robbery,” ‘“ Lurking house-trespass or housebreaking, with intent to 
commit an offence,” ‘Cattle theft,” ‘ Ordinary theft,’ and of ‘‘ Offences against 
the Opium laws” is very noticeable. The decrease in the number of cases of 
“Hurt by dangerous weapon,” “ Criminal force,” Mischief by killing, poisoning 
or maiming any animal,” ‘‘ House-trespass”’ and of ‘‘ Offences against the Arms 
Act” is satisfactory. The Excise laws were evidently well worked. 


Henzada.—This district shows an increase of 777 cases. The increase is 
most marked in Classes II, III, V, and VI. , In Class If the number of cases of 
‘Other murders ” increased by 3, of ‘Grievous hurt” by 11, and of “Hurt by 
dangerous weapon” by 63. In Class III, there was an increase of 23 cases of 
“ Mischief by killing, poisoning or maiming any animal,” and of 70 cases of “ Lurk- 
ing house-trespass and housebreaking with intent to commit an offence.” In 
Class V there was an increase of 84 cases of “ Cattle theft” and 302 cases of 
“Ordinary theft.” In Class VI there was an increase of 146 cases of “ Vagrancy 
and bad character” and of 27 cases under the Gaming Act. The District 
Superintendent of Police remarks :— 

“In Class II the increase was due wholly to ‘Grievous hurt” and ‘‘ Hurt by dangerous 
weapon.” This latter kind of crime is coming more into prominence each year, and really 
deterrent measures are required to check its growth. Compromising should be legislated 
against and the possession of clasp knives made penal.” 

I agree with the remark made last year by the Deputy Commissioner, Bas- 
sein, that the remedy lies in magisterial severity. 

34. Toungoo.—This district shows an increase of 74 cases. Class II shows 
an increase of 5 cases of “ Rape” and 2 of ‘‘ Other murders.” Class III shows 21 
more cases of “‘ llouse-trespass.” Class V shows an increase of 125 cases of 
“ Ordinary theft” and Class VI shows an increase of 48 cases of ‘‘ Vagrancy and 
bad character.” There was a decrease of 8 cases of hurt during the year. The 
Deputy Commissioner remarks in this connection :— 

“Greater attention was given to hurt cases and a firmer application of the law with 
more severe punishments has resulied in considerably reducing this class of crime.” 

Salween.—This district shows a decrease of 15 cases. The decrease is 
most noticeable under the head “ Ordinary theft” in Class V. 

Thatén.—This district shows an increase of 215 cases. In Class II there is 
an increase of 4 cases of ‘Other murders” and of 8 “Hurt cases.” In Class 
III there is a decrease of 6 dacoity cases. In Class V there is a decrease of 45 
cases of “‘ Ordinary theft,” and an increase of 9 cases of “Cattle theft” and 2 
cases of “‘ Criminal or house-trespass.” In Class VI more cases were taken up 
under the bad livelihood sections and Excise, Opium, and Gambling Acts. The 
District Superintendent comments on the steady increase in the number of cases 
of ‘‘ Grievous hurt ” and “ Hurt by dangerous weapon,” and he urges the necessity 
for the infliction of the maximum punishment for such offences. 

Amherst.—There is a decrease of 76 cases in this district. In Class II there 
is an increase of 1 case of “ Murder by dacoits” and of 8 cases of “‘ Grievous 
hurt,” and a decrease of to cases of “ Hurt by dangerous weapon.” In Class 
III there is an increase of 7 cases of “Lurking house-trespass or house- 
breaking” and of 8 cases of “‘ House-trespass.” In Class V there is a slight 
decrease in the number of cases of “Cattle theft” and “Criminal or house- 
trespass.” In Class VI there is an increase of 44 cases under “ Vagrancy and bad 
character,” and of 32 cases under the Excise laws, and a decrease of 25 cases 
under the Opium laws. 

Tavoy.—This district shows an increase of 13 cases. Class II shows a de- 
crease of 2 cases of “‘ Murder” and of 10 cases of ‘‘ Criminal force.” Class III 
shows an increase of 1 case of “‘ Robbery.” Class IV shows a slight increase. 
Class VI shows an increase of 21 excise cases, and a decrease of 33 nuisance 


cases. 
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Mergut.—This district shows an increase of 1o cases. Class II shows an 
increase of 25 cases of “Hurt by dangerous weapon” and a decrease of 4 
cases of “ Grievous hurt.” Class III shows a decrease of 2 cases of “ Dacoity.” 
Class V shows an increase of 36 cases of “ Ordinary theft.” Class VI shows an 
. increase of 12 cases under the Arms Act, and a decrease of 60 nuisance cases. 

The Deputy Commissioner remarks that the Mergui town is accountable 
for most of the cases of hurt, and that such offences will have to be suppressed 
by exemplary punishments in cases convicted. 

35. Thayetmyo.—This district shows a decrease of 118 cases. Class II 
show an increase of g cases of “‘ Grievous hurt ” and 8 cases of ‘‘ Hurt by danger- 
ous weapon.” Class III shows an increase of 13 cases of “ Serious mischief,” 
and a decrease of 2 cases of ‘‘ Dacoity,” and an increase of 2 cases of “ Robbery.” 
Class V shows a decrease of 43 cases of “ Cattle theft” and 54 cases of ‘‘ Ordi- 
nary theft.” In Class VI fewer cases were taken up under the bad livelihood 
laws, Excise, Opium, and Gambling Acts. There is a decrease of 23 nuisance 
cases. 

Pakékku.— This district shows a decrease of 123 cases. Class II shows an 
increase of 2 cases of ‘‘ Attempt at murder” and 12 cases of ‘“‘ Hurt by danger- 
ous weapon.” Class III shows a decrease of 2 cases of “Dacoity” and 2 
cases of “ Robbery,” and an increase of 8 cases of ‘ Mischief by killing, poi- 
soning, or maiming any animal,” and 6 cases of “‘ Lurking house-trespass or house- 
breaking.” Class V shows a decrease of 17 cases of ‘‘ Ordinary theft” and 28 
cases of ‘‘ Criminal or house-trespass.” Class VI shows a decrease of 108 cases. 
The District Superintendent attributes the increase in the number of hurt cases 
to toddy drinking, of which large quantities are obtainable in the Pakékku sub- 
division. 

Minbu.—This district shows an increase of 149 cases. Class II shows a 
decrease of 2 cases of ‘‘ Other murders,” 7 cases of “‘ Grievous hurt,” and 6 cases 
of “Rape.” Class III shows a decrease of 1 case of ‘“ Dacoity’’ and 3 cases of 
“Robbery.” Class V shows a slight increase in cases of ‘‘ Ordinary theft” and 
‘Criminal or house-trespass.” Class VI shows an increase of i17 cases, mostly 
nuisance cases. 

Magwe.—This district shows an increase of 214 cases. In Class II there is 
an increase of 1 case of ‘‘ Murder” and 3 cases of “ Attempt at murder,” anda 
slight decrease in the number of cases of ‘“‘ Hurt.” In Class III there is an in- 
crease of 1 case of ‘“‘Dacoity,” 5 cases of ‘‘ Robbery,” 11 cases of ‘Serious 
mischief” and 16 cases of “ Lurkiny house-trespass or housebreaking.” In Class 
V there is an increase of 31 cases of ‘‘ Cattle theft,” and ro1 cases of “‘ Ordinary 
theft,” anda decrease of 27 cases of ‘“ Criminal or house-trespass.”” In Class 
VI more cases were taken up under the bad livelihood sections, and the Gambling 
and Opium Acts. There was a decrease of 26 cases under the Excise Act. 

36. Mandalay.—This district shows an increase of 322 cases. Class II 
shows 2 cases of “ Murder by poison” and an increase of 3 ‘‘ Attempt at murder” 
and 11 cases of ‘‘ Criminal force.” There is a slight decrease of ‘‘ Other murders ” 
and ‘‘Culpable homicide.” Class III shows a decrease of cases of ‘‘ Dacoity” and 
“Robbery” and an increase of ‘‘ House-trespass” and ‘‘ Housebreaking” cases. 
Class V shows a decrease of “ Cattle theft’ and an increase of “ Ordinary theft ”’ 
and “Criminal .or house-trespass” cases, Class VI shows an increase of 277 
cases, mostly nuisance cases. 


Bhamo.—This district shows a decrease of 50 cases. In Class V there is a 
decrease of 20 cases of ‘Ordinary theft.” In Class VI fewer cases were taken 
up under the Opium and Excise laws. 

Myitkyina.—This district shows a decrease of 32 cascs. In Class V there is 
a marked decrease in “‘ Cattle theft”” and ‘‘ Ordinary theft.” 

Katha.—This district shows a decrease of 44 cases. Class V shows a de- 
crease of 42 caseg, of which 37 are ‘‘ Ordinary theft,” 

Ruby Mines.—This district shows a decrease of 46 cases. Class I] shows 
an increase of 4 cases of ‘“ Rape,” 5 cases of ‘Criminal force,” and 11 cases 
of “ Hurt.” Class VI shows a decrease of 72 cases under the Opium Act. 
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37. Shwebo.—This district shows a decrease of 121 cases. In Class II there 
is a decrease of 1 case of ‘ Murder” and 3 cases of ‘Attempt at murder.” In 
Class V “ Cattle theft ” decreased by 55 cases and “ Ordinary theft ” by 56 cascs. 


Sagaing.—This district shows an increase of 14 cases. In Class II there is 
an increase of 5 cases of “‘ Rape,” and 18 “Hurt” cases. In Class V there is a 
decrease of 13 cases of “ Cattle theft” and 35 cases of ‘‘ Ordinary theft.” 


Lower Chindwin.—This district shows a decrease of 72 cases. Class II 
shows an increase of 4 cases under “Other murders” and 7 cases of ‘ Hurt.” 
Class V shows a decrease of g cases of ‘Cattle theft,” 33 cases of “ Ordinary 
theft,” and 6 cases of ‘‘ Receiving stolen property.” Class VI shows a decrease 
of 44 cases under the bad livelihood sections and an increase of 25 cases under 
the Gambling Act. 


Upper Chindwin.—This district shows a decrease of 11 cases. Class II 
shows an increase of 2 cases of ‘‘ Murder” and 4 cases of “ Rape.” Class III 
shows an increase of 2 cases of “Robbery.” Inclass V “Cattle theft”? decreased 
by g cases, “ Ordinary theft” by 20 cases, and there was a decrease of 5 cases of 
“ Receiving stolen property.” 


38. Kyauksé.—This district shows an increase of 26 cases. Class II shows 
an increase of 7 cases of ‘‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon.” Class III shows an in- 
crease of 1 case of ‘‘ Dacoity” and 1 case of ‘‘ Robbery.” Class V shows an in- 
crease in the number of cases of ‘‘ Cattle-theft” and ‘‘ Ordinary theft.” 


Metktila.—This district shows an increase of 29 cases. Class II shows an 
increase of 2 cases of ‘‘ Murder” and g cases of ‘‘ Hurt.” Class III shows an in- 
crease of 2 cases of ‘‘ Dacoity” and a decrease of 8 cases of ‘‘ Robbery.” In 
Class V the number of cases of ‘‘ Ordinary theft” increased by 27 and cases of 
“Criminal or house-trespass ” decreased by 43. 


Yaméthin.—This district shows an increase of 135 cases. Class II shows an 
increase of 2 ‘Other murders.” In Class III there is a decrease of 4 cases of 
“Dacoity”” and an increase of 19 cases of ‘‘ Lurking house-trespass, or house- 
breaking.” In Class V there is an increase of 65 cases of ‘‘ Ordinary theft ” and 
25 cases of “Criminal or house-trespass.” The District Superintendent states 
that the majority of the theft cases occurred in the Pyawbwé township and in 
the Yaméthin subdivision. 


Myingyan.—This district shows a decrease of 53 cases. In Class II “ Mur- 
der by robbers,” ‘‘ Other murders,” and ‘‘ Attempt at murder ” slightly increased. 
There is an increase of 18 cases of ‘“‘ Hurt.” Class III shows a decrease of 14 
cases. Class V shows a decrease of 23 cases of “‘ Cattle theft” and 62 cases of 
“Criminal or house-trespass ” and an increase of 74 cases of “ Cheating.’ In 
Class VI more cases were taken up under the Gambling Acts and fewer cases under 
the bad livelihood sections and the Opium Act. 


__ The District Superintendent states that most of the hardened criminals have 
either left the district or are in jail. 


The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 


“ There is no doubt that the bad livelihood sections need be only very sparingly used at 
the present time.” 

Northern Shan States.—This police charge shows an increase of 25 cases. 
Class II shows an increase of 2 cases of ‘Grievous hurt” and 4 cases of “ Hurt 
by dangerous weapon.” Class V shows an increase of 5 cases of “ Cattle theft” 
and 12 cases of ‘Ordinary theft.” The Police Officer in charge states that the 
whole increase of crime occurred at or in the neighbourhood of the Gédkteik gorge, 
where a large influx of Natives of India and Burmans took place during the year 
consequent on the extension of the railway works. 

Southern Shan States.—This police charge shows a decrease of 4 cases. 
Class Il shows a decrease of 2 cases. Class III shows an increase of 6 cases. 
Class 1V shows an increase of 1 case, Class V shows a decrease of 1 case, and 
Class VI shows a decrease of 8 cases. 
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SECTION VII.—GENERAL RESULTS OF POLICE WORK. 


39. There were 39,593 true cases disposed of during the year under report 
as opposed to 37,786 cases during the previous year, or an increase of 5 per cent. 
Of these, 34,102 cases, or 86 per cent., were investigated by the police as against 
85 per cent. last year. 

In 1,146 cases investigation was refused under section 157 (4), Criminal Pro- 
cedure Code, as opposed to 766 cases last year, and 22,158 cases, or 65 per cent., 
were convicted this year against the same percentage last year. 

Forty-four thousand and thirty-one persons were dealt with in offences this 
year as opposed to 42,441 last year. 

Forty thousand two hundred and fifty-four persons were tried, of whom 
29,781 were convicted against 38,834 persons tried and 28,341 persons convicted 
ane the previous year, the percentages of conviction being 74 and 73 respec- 
tively.

45. The decrease in the number of cases of violent crime, and.in the character 
of it, is satisfactory. The crime of murder by poison is conspicuous in the table. 
The total number of cases of murder and attempt at murder shows an increase of 
44. The decrease in violent crime is marked in Lower Burma, particularly in the 
Akyab, Hanthawaddy, Myaungmya, and Thaton districts. In Upper Burma the 
decrease is marked in the Pakékku, Mandalay, Meiktila, and Myingyan districts. 
Firearms were used in 7 cases in Upper Burma as against 11 cases last year, and 
in 27 cases in Lower Burma as against 70 cases last year. The decrease in the 
use of firearms is. most marked in the following districts :— 


Akyab, 3 cases against 11 last year. 

Pegu, 1 case against 8 ‘ast year. 

Tharrawaddy, nz/ against 7 last year. 

Thatén, 2 cases against 10 last year. 

Yameéthin, z/ against 3 last year. 
. Ten firearms, namely, 3 revolvers, 2 Snider rifles, and 5 guns, were recovered 
as against 19 firearms recovered last year.

Detection in cases was good, except in the following districts, Hanthawaddy, 
Pegu, Prome, Shwebo, Lower Chindwin, Upper Chindwin, Meiktila, and Yamé- 
thin, where less than half the violent crime committed was detected. 

In the Tharrawaddy district there were 101 cases of violent crime, and 10 
were locally investigated by the District Superintendent of Police and 35 by Sub- 
divisional Police Officers. The explanation of the District Superintendent of 
Police is not satisfactory. The Commissioner remarks that the Deputy Commis- 
sioner, Tharrawaddy, made every effort to enforce the responsibility of villages in 
the matter of crime. 


SECTION X.—MURDERS. 


48. The number of cases of murder was 226 as against 207 last year. The 
number of cases of ‘‘ Murder by dacoits” and “‘ Murder by robbers” decreased by 
7, chiefly in the Tharrawaddy, Henzada, Toungoo, and Pegu districts. ‘ Other’ 
murders” increased by 21, chiefly in the Pegu, Prome, Bassein, Thatén, and 
Lower Chindwin districts, and 5 cases of “Murder by poison” occurred. 

The percentage of convictions in cases of ‘' Murder by dacoits” and “ Murder 
by robbers” was 32 in 1898 and 44 in 1899. The Amherst and Thatén districts 
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show the best percentage of convictions. The percentage of convictions in cases 
of ‘ Other murders, ” including ‘“ Murder by poison,” was 42 in 1898 and 46 in 
1899. The Thatén district shows the highest percentage of convictions. 

49. <Akyab.—Two cases of ‘“ Murder by poison” and 12 cases of ‘ Other 
murders” occurred during the year as against 13 cases of “ Other murders” 
in 1898. Thirteen cases were sent up for trial and 8 resulted in conviction. The 
District Superintendent of Police remarks :— 

“All the cases of “ Other murders” were committed by either das, daggers, clasp- 
knives, or sticks. ‘The murders are of the usual kind, resulting from, in most cases, trivial 
disputes.” 

50. Hanthawaddy.—This district shows 1 case of “ Murder by poison” and 
1.4 cases of ‘‘ Other murders” as against 18 cases of ‘‘ Other murders” in the pre- 
vious year. Ten cases were sent up for trial and 5 resulted in conviction. ; 

Pegu.—This district shows 11 cases of ‘‘ Other murders” against 7 cases in 
the previous year. Five cases were sent up for trial and 2 cases resulted in con- 
viction. The Commissioner remarks that investigation was unsatisfactory in this 
district. 

Prome.—This district shows 32 cases of “Other murders” as against 25 
cases in the previous year. Twenty-six cases were sent up for trial and 10 cases 
resulted in conviction. The Commissioner remarks that investigation in this 
district was unsatisfactory. This district shows the highest number of cases of 
‘‘Other murders.” The Deputy Commissioner and District Superintendent of 
Police state that toddy-drinking is the main cause of all the murders. 

51. Bassein.—This district shows 14 cases of “ Other murders” as against 
7 cases in the previous year. Ten cases were sent up for trial and 4 cases resulted 
In conviction. 


The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 


“The proportion of persons discharged is large, but I do not see how it could have 
been avoided ; such evidence as was obtainable was produced against the accused in each 
case.’ 


The Commissioner remarks :— 


“Except as regards the murders the violent crime detection has been good ; a larger 
proportion than usual of the murders were difficult cases.” 

52. Mandalay.—This district shows 2 cases of “ Murder by poison” and 4 
cases of ‘‘ Other murders ” as against 6 cases of ‘‘ Other murders” in the previous 
year. Two cases were sent up for trial and resulted in conviction. One case 
of “ Murder by poison ” was doubtful, and in the other case the accused, a Burmese 
woman, was convicted of administering dhatura in sherbet to a Native of India, 
but was acquitted on appeal by the Judicial Commissioner. 


SECTION XI.—CATTLE-THEFT. 


53. The following table explains itself. There was an increase of 142 cattle- 
thefts and of 147 cattle stolen. The percentage of recoveries and the value of 
cattle recovered show an increase. The increase in cattle-theft is most marked. 
in the Tharrawaddy, Prome, Henzada, and Magwe districts. The decrease is 
most noticeable in the Hanthawaddy, Thayetmyo, and Shwebo districts. Thar- 


rawaddy and Prome occupy the two highest places in the province for the number 
of cattle-thefts during the year :—

55. Tharrawaddy and Prome.—The Commissioner remarks that the detec- 
tion was unsatisfactory. 


The Deputy Commissioner, Tharrawaddy, remarks :— 

“In every case where possible the Track law, section 14 (z) (¢), has been enforced, and 
when that has not been possible, fines have been inflicted in the cases of stolen cattle found 
slaughtered under section 14 (7) (a) and (4), Lower Burma Village Act. During the year 
under report fines were inflicted in 20 cases under section 14 (7) (c), and in 47 cases 
under section 14 (7) (a) and (4).” oa 

Regarding the system of pyanpe or blackmail, the Deputy Commissioner, 
Tharrawaddy, states that a tendency still exists on the part of owners, instead of 
reporting cattle-theft cases at once, to attempt to come to an arrangement with 
the thieves with the view to the restoration of their cattle on payment of black- 
mail, and a report at the police-station is only made when that attempt has fail- 
ed, making it difficult for the police to detect the offences on account of the delay 
which has occurred. This tendency, the Deputy Commissioner further states, 
has been to some extent checked by the action of village headmen and reporting 
has been much improved, but he recommends that the matter should be regulat- 
ed by the insertion in the Village Act of a provision making it incumbent on owners 
of cattle and the headmen to report the loss of cattle forthwith, Action under 
section 5 (clause vi), and section g, Lower Burma Village Act, would appear to be 
sufficient to meet such cases. 
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56. Henzada.—The District Superintendent of Police states that during 
the latter part of the year the reporting of cattle-theft by headmen was made 
compulsory, and that Mr. Christie introduced rules regarding the herding of cattle 
and prompt reporting of losses, which it is expected will have a very good effect. 


The Commissioner remarks :— 

“The District Superintendent of Police deserves credit for his efforts to get cattle- 
theft reported. It is anticipated that detection will improve, as reporting will now become 
more prompt and investigation is carried on in a more systeimatic wa y.’’ 

57. Magwe.—The District Superintendent of Police remarks :— 

“The cases of cattle stolen while out grazing are most numerous, whole herds up to 
even 44 head in one case having been taken clean away out of the district. The people 
let their cattle go without any one to look after them.” 

_ The conduct of some of the Head Constables and Sergeants in this district 
in connection with cattle-thieving and the burking of evidence has been severely 
commented on by the Deputy Commissioner. 


58. Kyauksée.—The Deputy Commissioner remarks :—- 


“ There is much delay in reporting cattle losses to the police. Although the total 
number of such cases is not so great as to cause anxiety, still I think it would be well to 
make it compulsory for headmen to report such cases, and I propose to ask the Commis- 
sioner’s sanction for this under the Village Regulation.” 


Metktila——The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 


“‘ There is reason to believe that cattle-thefts are not always reported. Measures will 
be taken to fine thugyis who connive at the burking of such cases heavily.” 


SECTION XII.—ORDINARY THEFTS. 
59. The number of true cases of ordinary thefts was 9,829, or an increase of 
488 cases, or 5 per cent. The value of property stolen shows a decrease of Rs. 
79,026. The value of property recovered decreased by Rs. 26,792. The per- 
centage of the value of property recovered during 1898 and 1899 was the same, 
The following figures show the percentage of convictions :—

There was a slight falling off in detection, but the investigation and prepa- 
ration of cases shows improvement. 

The increase in the number of theft cases is most noticeable in the Hantha- 
waddy, Bassein, Henzada, Toungoo, Magwe, and Yaméthin districts. The Thar- 
rawaddy district shows a total of 958 cases, or 10 cases less than last year. The 
increase during the year under report is most marked in the Henzada district, 
where 887 cases occurred, or 302 cases more than in the previous year. The 
decrease in the number of cases is médst noticeable in the Kyaukpyu, Myaung- 
mya, Thaton, Thayetmyo, and Shwebo districts. 

Tharrawaddy.—Of the 958 cases reported, 613 or 64 per cent. were 
detected. Of these, 476 cases or 50 per cent. were convicted, against 382 cases 
convicted, or 40 per cent. in the previous year. 

61. Henzada.—The District Superintendent of Police states :— 

“During the rains thefts were very bad in Henzada town and special action under 
the bad livelihood sections had to be resorted to before matters got better. 


“Seven hundred and fourteen men were arrested for theft, and of these 471 or 66 per 
cent. were convicted.” 


SECTION XIII.—OFFENCES UNDER THE EXCISE ACT. 


62. The number of true cases for the year under report is 2,670, or an in- 
crease of 28 cases, or I per cent. Convictions were obtained in 2,460 cases or 
93 per cent. The same percentage of convictions was obtained in the years 1898 
and 1899. 

Seventeen districts show an increase and 17 districts a decrease. The Tha- 
tdn district shows the largest increase with 135 cases, followed by the Kyaukpyu 
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Hanthawaddy, Théngwa, Amherst, and Tavoy districts with 47, 20, 30, 32, and 
21 cases A a The decrease shown against the following districts is the 
most marked :—

Cases of the illicit manufacture and sale of liquor have been more or less 
petty, except in the Hanthawaddy and Prome districts, where a number of illicit 
stills were seized during the year. . 

In the Toungoo district a large traffic in ganja appears to be carried on, 
which the District Superintendent of Police believes to be systematically culti- 
vated at out-of-the-way places at the foot of the Yomas. The Deputy Commis- 
sioner remarks :— 

‘If ganja is produced in the district, I shall no doubt hear definitely about it.” 

The Deputy Commissioners of Pegu, Tharrawaddy, Myaungmya, Thatén, 
Tavoy, Meiktila, and Yaméthin do not report favourably on the working of the 
local excise establishment. 

The District Superintendent of Police, Kyaukpyu, complains that the village 
headmen in his district do not afford any assistance to the police in cases under 
the Excise Act. 


63. Pegu.—The District Superintendent of Police states :— 

“From the number of small stills seized during the year, there appears no doubt that 
extensive illicit distilling is carried on throughout the district, but from the small number of 
police to the heavy work in other classes of crime, the police cannot give much attention 
to breaches under the Excise laws.” 

The District Superintendent of Police recommends an increase in_ the 
strength of the Excise Department employed in the district. The Deputy Com- 
missioner deprecates the increase, and recommends an increase in the strength 
of the District Police and the abolition of the Excise establishment. 

_ 64. Thatén.—The Deputy Commissioner expresses himself as thoroughly 
dissatisfied with the Excise Department in the district. 


The District Superintendent of Police states :— 


_ “The greatest offenders against the Excise laws were the Taungthus. No amount of 
fining or even imprisonment seems to deter them from the illicit distilling and selling of 
liquor, the profit made covering all risk.” 


No cases of smuggling were brought to light in this district. 


Amherst.—The District Superintendent of Police states :— 

“ There is little or no smuggling, but there are a certain number of illicit stills among 
the hill Karens, who make their native liquor for their own consumption. There were no 
large seizures,” 

The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

“There is reason to believe that, from a very large seizure recently made and previous 
informatio", illicit distillation is not confined to hill Karens, but is carried on within 5 
miles of Moulmein.” 

65. Meztkttla.—The District Superintendent of Police states :— 

“Ganja, &c., is undoubtedly smuggled daily into the district.” 

_ .The Deputy Commissioner, who has noted at considerable length, is of 
opinion that an extensive and complete system of smuggling is going on all 
down the railway line, 
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SECTION XIV.—OFFENCES UNDER THE OPIUM ACT. 


66. There were 1,682 true cases reported under the Opium Act as opposed 
to 1,870 cases in the previous year, being a decrease of 188 cases or 1 per 
cent. The decreases shown against the following districts are the most marked :—

In the Kyaukpyu district cases increased from 65 in 1898 to 112 in 1899, 
but the cases were mostly petty. The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

“T do not think police action under the Opium Act during the year has been what it 
might be.” 

The Commissioner remarks :— 

“T called attention to the vexatious way in which travellers were stopped and searched 
on no information whatever but on spec, and also desired that rewards should not be given 
for petty seizures of a few annas weight of opium.” 

Convictions were obtained in 1,558 cases or 93 per cent. against 1,764 cases 
or 94 per cent. convicted in the previous year. 

As in the previous year, several large seizures of opium were made. The 
amount of opium seized during the year in the following districts is notable :—

67. Hanthawaddy.—The District Superintendent of Police states that the 
excise establishment took only one case under the\Dpium Act into Court during 
the year and failed to obtain a conviction. ‘i 


68. Ruby Mines.—The Deputy Commissioner ‘xemarks :— 

“ The diminution in the number of cases is not satisfactoxy as it is certain that smug- 
gling is increasing rather than lessening. More opium is, I thin, coming from China v#d the 
Kachin Hills.” 

The Commissioner remarks :— 


“ There can be no doubt that the illicit opium trade from acioss the frontier is increas- 
ing yearly. In Bhamo district alone there has been nearly 1} seats opium confiscated in 
the past year. The penalties are, however, at present as seve f as they can reasonably 
be made.” 


des \ 
69. Kyauksé.—The Deputy Commissioner remarks :—> 
“ There were several big seizures in the Myittha subdivision during the year. But there 
is no doubt that smuggling on a large scale still goes on from the Shan States through the 
Myittha railway stations.’ : 
70. Yaméthin.—The Deputy Commissioner remarks :—- 
“ There were very big seizures of Shan opium made by village thugyis assisted by the 
police independently of the excise staff.” ; 


SECTION XV,—OFFENCES UNDER THE GAMBLING ACT. 


71. The Burma Gambling Act, Burma Act No. I of 1899, came into force 
early in the year. One thousand and seventy-seven cases were dealt with as 
against 1,042 during the previous year. Eight hundred and eighty-four cases 
resulted in conviction, or 82 per cent. There was a slight falling off in the per- | 
centage of convictions as compared with the percentage of the previous year, 
The increase in the number of cases is most noticeable in the Akyab, Henzada, 
Thaton, Minbu, Magwe, Mandalay, Lower Chindwin, and the Myingyan districts. 
The decrease is most noticeable in the Hanthawaddy, Pegu, Tharrawaddy, 
Thayetmyo, and Pakdékku districts. 


72. Prome.—The District Superintendent of Police states :— 


Owing to the introduction of section 17 of the Burma Gambling Act, by which men 
who earn their living as gamblers are required to furnish security, a large number of gam- 
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blers have ceased to earn their living as such and adopted more honest means of livelihood, 
which accounts for the decrease (5 cases) in the number of cases.” 


The Commissioner and the Deputy Commissioner have offered no remarks 

in this connection. 
_ . 73. Thatin.—The District Superintendent of Police attributes the increase 
in the number of cases to greater activity on the part of the police and to a 
number of prosecutions under section 10 cf the Burma Gambling Act. 

_ 74. Minbu.—Thirty-five cases occurred, or 16 more than last year. The 
District Superintendent of Police considers that the gambling spirit is strong 
amongst the Burmans of both sexes. 


The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 


i ¥ Gambling is rife and I see signs of its gradual increase, especially in Sagu and 
inbu.” 


Magwe.—Thirty-one cases occurred as against 10 cases last year. 
75: Mandalay.—The District Superintendent of Police states :— 


“The police have been more energetic since the new Burma Gambling Act came into 
force, and the heavy illegal gambling has been more or less put down.” 


The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 
‘‘ There is no doubt that the new Gambling Act is responsible for increased activity now 
that rewards are allowed all round to the police.” . 


76. Shwebo.—The District Superintendent of Police states :— 

“Only 1 case was taken up and passed through the police registers, but there were 
12 other cases in which police had not warrants handy, but finding that gambling was going 
on in ‘common gaming-houses,’ they were entered, and names of persons taking part were 
noted against them.” 


The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

“I have noticed that in cases summonses were applied for when cases could not be 
proved. When no warrant is extant, no presumption arises, and the burden of proof is 
thrown on the prosecution.” 


The Commissioner remarks :— 
“It is too early yet to judge the effects of the change in the law. I am inclined to 
believe the change will be beneficial.” 


Lower Chindwin.—This district shows an increase of 25 cases, or a total of 
29 cases as against 4 cases last year. 


The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

“‘T am glad to see such energetic action taken under this Act. The District Superin- 
tendent of Police has taken a great deal of trouble and has weeded out the gamblers and 
worked this Act well.” 


The Commissioner concurs in these remarks. 

77. Kyauksée.—The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

“ Heavy gambling still goes on, especially in the Dayégaung township, and it is hard to 
believe that the police, who are troubled with little serious crime, could not suppress it if 
they would.” 

,  Mytingyan.—The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

“There is no doubt that harmful gambling has been reduced, thanks to the new Act. 
I see a marked difference on my return to the district after an absence of two years. As 
regards the working of the Act, both Magistrates and police were a bit eager at the start and 
went too fast, but curbed by circulars and orders in revision and by demands for explanation, 
they are now steadying down. Amongst the mistakes made by the police are police officers 
below the rank of sergeant searching, applying for warrants on flimsy and insufficient 
grounds. The Magistrates generally fail in giving warrants too easily, acting too gener- 
ously to spies and informers under section 16, and generally being too fierce. The Gam- 
bling Act is of great valut and the police are learning it by degrees. They will do better 
another year, not that I mean that they have done badly, but the Act takes some learning.” 


SECTION XVI.—OFFENCES UNDER THE ARMS ACT. 


78. There were 397 true cases as against 499 last year, or a decrease of 102 
cases. Two thousand and twenty-two licenses were issued against 2,070 issued 
during the previous year. The greatest number of licensees are in the Toungoo 
and Upper Chindwin districts, The number of firearms seized or surrendered 
during the year was 330. 
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79. Katha.—Two hundred and twenty-nine guns were surrendered to and 
seized by Mr. Barnard, Subdivisional Police Officer, Katha, in the Kachin Hills 
during his tour in the early part of the year. One licensed gun was confiscated 
for breach of license. 

80. Kyauksé.—The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

“Firearms of sorts were used in two recent violent crimes, but there is good reason 
to believe that the weapons came from the Shan State of Baw, where restrictions on the 
possession of firearms seem to be necessary.” 

There were 368 convictions under the Arms Act, or 93 percent. In 1898 
there were 468 convictions, or 94 per cent. In connection with violent crime 
firearms were used on 34 occasions, and 10 were recovered. 


SECTION XVII.—NON-COGNIZABLE CRIME. 


81. There were 21,185 cases during the year of report as against 21,126 
cases in the previous year, an increase of 59 cases or *28 per cent. Forty-three 
cases or °20 per cent. were referred to the police by Magistrates. The number 
of cases taken up by the police on the assumption that they were cognizable was 
the same as last year, 7.e., 4 per cent. 


SECTION XVIII.—WORKING OF THE PREVENTIVE SECTIONS 
OF THE LAW. 


82. The following table shows the.number of prosecutions under sections 
109 and 110 of the Criminal Procedure Code and the results obtained :—

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83. There were 4,703 persons prosecuted as opposed to 4,137 persons in 
the previous year. The percentage of convictions was somewhat higher. In the 
Tharrawaddy district 649 persons were required to furnish security as against 
332 persons last year. In the Henzada district 620 persons were required to 
furnish security as against 433 persons last year. The percentage of persons 
ordered to furnish security in the Kyauksé, Myingyanand Meiktila districts 1s very 
low. 

84. Pakékku.—The District Superintendent cf Police states :— 

“The Police as usual sent up a list of persons for prosecution with statements of wit- 
nesses to Magistrates, but invariably the Magistrates preferred taking action as if they 
were direct cases instead of merely sanctioning the prosecution. No sooner a summons is 
issued to witnesses to appear before a Magistrate, accused becomes aware and absconds. 
Two such cases have occurred.” 

The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

“This is in accordance with the orders of Government (17 of 1888). These orders, 
however, have been partly obeyed in the letter and disregarded in spirit.” 

85. Kyauksé.—The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

“The difficulty is that headmen and elders state one thing at the preliminary investi- 
gation, and when they come before the Magistrate tone it down so as to make conviction 
impossible.” 

Metktila.—The low percentage of convictions is attributed to the difficulty 
in the early.portion of the year in getting Subdivisional Magistrates to convict 
persons. 
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87. This statement differs from the statement in last year’s report in that it 
includes criminals in jail as well as those released or pardoned for the years 1898 
and 1899. During the year 2,034 returned to honest livelihood and were ex- 
punged from the registers, 1,558 emigrated or died, and 2,147 disappeared. At 
the end of the year 1899 there were 18,642 criminals on police registers: of these 
2,190 are shown under thecolumn “livelihood doubtful,” 7,436 under the column 
“livelihood honest,” 6,869 under the column “‘in jail,” and 2,147 under the col- 
umn ‘residence not known.” 


88. Pegu.—The District Superintendent of Police states :— 

“I find that owing to the neglect of this register in former years 267 criminals who 
should have been under surveillance by the police of the different stations have not been so 
and consequently nothing is known of them. I have therefore shown them under column 
14, but it is probable that many will be found living in the villages in which they lived before 
conviction. Every endeavour will be made to trace them during the current year.” 

Tharrawaddy.—The District Superintendent of Police suggests that the head- 
men of villages should be required to give a receipt for registered criminals brought 
to them by the police on release, and that the headmen should also ke requiréd 
to report at once at the nearest police-station when a released registered criminal 
leaves the village to go elsewhere. I agree with the suggestion that village head- 
men should report immediately at the nearest police-station when a released 
criminal leaves his village as long as his name is borne on the register. The 
present system of such information being obtained by beat patrol constables on 
their rounds is not sufficiently prompt. 

The surveillance during the year was effective and constant. There is evi- 
dently great diversity of opinion as to the classing of criminals under column 11 
(livelihood doubtful) and column 12 (livelihood honest).

The number of persons proclaimed during the year was 1,498 against 1,706 
persons during the previous year. 

90. Mezrkttla—The District Superintendent of Police states :— 

“ At the close of 1899 there were 57 proclaimed offenders at large. Evidence was re- 
corded under section 513, Criminal Procedure Code, in 10 cases.” 

The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

“This should be done in every case if possible. Magistrates have been instructed on 
this point.” 

The Commissioner remarks :— 

“T think offenders ought not to.be proclaimed at all until after evidence has been re- 
corded under section 512 to ascertain whether there is a primd facte case against them. 
If there is not a primd facte case they should not be proclaimed.” 

Taken in connection with the foot-note to the comparative table of proclaimed 
offenders, section 20, page Ixxv, Appendix XIX, Police Manual, I understand 
the Commissioner to mean that in the case of persons suspected of having com- 
mitted a cognizable offence who abscond, and whose names are published in the 
Supplement to the Police Gazette, Part II, evidence should be recorded under 
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section 512, Criminal Procedure Code, before such publication of theirnames. In 
all such cases, to record evidence under section 512, before the issue of a Hue 
and Cry notice would cause delay, and hinder the rapid circulation of the inform- 
ation. I am, however, of opinion that before persons are proclaimed under section 
87, Criminal Procedure Code, it is advisable to record evidence under section 512, 
Criminal Procedure Code.

92. Alterations were decided on in this table during the year under report 
and it now includes all persons who have been previously convicted of any offence 
and were re-convicted during the year. The number of persons identified by the 
Jail officials After sentence was 3 in 1899, 6 in 1898, and 16 in 1897. The 
District Superintendent of Police, Secretariat, is unable to give more than a slight 
Outline of the work in the Finger Print Department, In 1897 it was decided that 
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the identification of criminals could be more effectively carried out by means of 
fingerimpressions. In March 1899 Mr. Henry visited Rangoon and gave instruc- 
tion to a number of Police Officers in the method of taking finger impressions and 
in classification and registration. Steps have been taken to impart practical instruc- 
tion to a certain number of officers from each district in Burma. These officers 
will instruct the Jail officials in districts. Tworeferences were received during the 

ear, but a large number of finger prints of convicts were collected which should 
be useful in tracing unidentified prisoners. As the working of this branch becomes 
better known to District Officers they will call upon it more frequently for aid in 
detecting unknown criminals. The work in the districts is gradually becoming 


established.

94. The statement shows that the districts are divided into 1,857 beats and 
that each beat contains an average of 18 villages. The average number of square 
miles to a beat is 84. The number of cognizable cases brought to light by beat 
patrols during 1898 and 1899 shows a slight decrease during 1899. 

95: Sandoway.—The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

“There was a marked improvement in the regularity with which villages were visited 
by the beat patrols.”’ : 

96. Zharrawaddy.—The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

“The beat patrols did good work during the year on the whole, but the average beat 
charge is too large in area and contains too many villages for one man to work successfully, 
however intelligent and energetic he may be.” 

97. Bassein.—The District Superintendent of Police states :— 

“In the larger beats the beat constables only visit their villages once a month, while 
the smaller and inlying beats are visited as often as once a week.” 
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The Commissioner remarks :— 
“T sometimes think the visits are too short. Visits once a week are hardly necessary. 
Visits once a fortnight and more time spent in each village would be more useful.” 


Thingwa.—The Commissioner remarks :— 

“The beat patrol work is undoubtedly much more difficult than higher up, e.g., in 
Henzada. On.the whole it has been very well done. I think the visits are in some cases 
too regular, there being a tendency for constables to visit villayes on the same day each 
half month, and to sleep in the same village each time. However, from the Superintend- 
ent’s remarks in section 15 this tendency has it appears been corrected.” 


Henzada.—The Commissioner remarks :— 

* Much intell:gent work has been done by the beat patrol constables, The principal 
defect is that referred to by the District Superintendent of Police: some of the beats are 
not compact. I have also noticed that constables are given new beats in January, or at the 
beginning of the open season, when they should already know their beats. This can easily 
be set right.” 


98. Amherst.—The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

“The beat patrol system is, | am sure, from the frequent inspections made by me when 
on tour of the beat patrol note books, carried out very satisfactorily in this district. There 
have been no complaints against beat constables, and some show remarkable energy in 
carrying out their duties especially during the rains.” 


99. Minbu.—The District Superintendent of Police states :— 
‘A few cases of fudging registers of police officers’ visits and note books have come 
under notice during the year and punishment awarded to delinquents.” 


The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— . 

“ The Superintendent has referred to the fudging of the signatures and dates in thugyis’ 
books by patrols. This I believe is not uncommon throughout the district and the senior 
officers should have detected it.” 


The Deputy Commissioner further remarks :— 

Patrolling is far too mechanical. I have pointed this out over and over again, but 
there seems to be a lack of ability to really improve the system and get good information 
from the villages visited.” 


100, Sagaing.—The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

“ With the introduction of the registration of death statistics in rural tracts, the oppor- 
tunities of checking the patrol constables’ movements have been augmented considerably. 
From personal observation when on tour I am satisfied that this portion of their duties is 
thoroughly performed by the police of this district.” 


101. Kyauksé.—The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

“The registration of deaths was started on 1st January 1899, and the register of beat 
patrol visits kept by the headmen is an excellent check on the beat patrol policemen. The 
district is so compact that none of the beats are of large area and each beat patrol can 
easily visit all his villages two or three times a month. The results are therefore rather 
disappointing. I fear that the beat constables go through their rounds in a listless perfunc- 
tory fashion regarding beat duty as a disagreeable routine rather than as a means of acquir- 
ing information. Improvement can only be effected by constant instruction and exhorta- 
tion by their superior officers.” 


The beat patrol system has worked well on the whole in other districts. 


Mention is not made in many of the district reports regarding the upkeep of maps 
showing the villages in each beat. 


SECTION XXIII.—VILLAGE HEADMEN AND RURAL POLICE. ~ 


102, The reports on the work of village headmen and rural police are, with 
few exceptions, very satisfactory. 


103. Kyaukpyu.—The District Superintendent of Police states :— 

“ With the exception of An, where the circle thugyis and village headmen rendered 
little or no assistance to the police, but on the contrary, as in the Tandin dacoity case, did 
all that was possible in suppressing evidence and screening the offenders, valuable assist- 
ance was rendered by thugyis and headmen to the police.” 


104. Mergut.—The District Superintendent of Police states :— 

“The thugyis and headmen in the district willingly assist the police, but, those in the 
town are not inclined to render the police assistance, would rather screen an offender than 
give him up to justice.” 

The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

It is not, I think, the desire to screen offenders that is at the bottom of the difficulty 
in getting evidence in Mergui town, but the fact that the townspeople are afraid of re- 
prisals by the relations or friends of the accused.” 
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105. Myttkyina.—The District Superintendent of Police complains of the 
lack of assistance on the part of the thugyis, Myitkyina and Mogaung towns. 

The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

“ With a mixed and floating population like that of Myitkyina and Mogaung it is very 


difficult for headmen to obtain information. 


cent arrivals or temporary residents.” 
106. Metkizla.—The District Superintendent of Police states :— 

“ Headmen and police have generally got on well together throughout the year except- 

ing in the murder case, V. C.R. No. 8 of 1899, when the Apyauk villagers suppressed evi- 


dence.” 


The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 
“ Action has been taken against the thugyi. 
generally is not creditable.”

113. The totals for last year are given at the foot of the table. Thirteen 
districts report no escapes. During the year 42,069 persons were arrested, an in- 
crease of 1,307 persons over last year’s figures, and the number of escapes fell 
from 64 to 51. The percentage of escapes to arrests is 0°12 as against 0°15 in 
1898, and the percentage of captures was the same as last year, 1.e., 55. 


SECTION XXVI.—PUNITIVE POLICE. 


114. The punitive police, consisting of 1 officer and 3 men of the Civil 
Police, 3 officers and 10 men of the Military Police, 2 officers and 3 men of the 
Civil Police, and 3 officers and 13 men of the Military Police, established from 1st 
September 1898 at Yakaingyo, Kazin circle, Hmawbi township, and at Kayan vil- 
lage, Kayan circle, Thabyegan township, respectively, were withdrawn from 1st 
September 1899 on expiry of the period for which they were sanctioned. The 
cost of the extra force amounted to Rs. 6,538. 


SECTION XXVII.—RAILWAY POLICE. 


115. Strength of force.—The following table shows the sanctioned strength 
of the force as it stood at the commencement and the close of the year.

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was accorded for the construction of quarters for 4 Inspectors, 7 Head constables, 
and 2 Sergeants, and the work was put in hand at the close of the year. Steps 
have been taken to provide accommodation which has become necessary through 
the reorganization of the Railway Police, 

122. /nspections.—All the police-stations were inspected by the Assistant 
Superintendent of Police in charge at least twice during the year, with the excep- 
tion of the police-stations at Insein and Maymyo which were inspected once. 
The Assistant Superintendent of Police explains that the police-station at Maymyo 
was not established until August and that his intended visits to Insein had to be 
set aside to attend to urgent calls elsewhere. The Assistant Superintendent of 
Police inspected each outpost at least once, with the exception of the outpost at 
Hmawbi. Eighteen of the 20 outposts were established during July on the re- 
organization of the force. The Inspector-General of Police inspected the Toungoo 
police-station, and the Deputy Inspector-General of Civil Police inspected the 
police-stations at Pegu, Toungoo, Yaméthin, and Kyauksé. The Inspectors 
frequently inspected the police-stations in their charge. 

123. Crime.—There were 589 true cases of cognizable crime as against 640 
cases during the previous year. All classes showa decrease except Class I which 
shows no change. Considering that the jurisdiction of the Railway Police was 
extended by 75 miles, namely, from Mogaung to Myitkyina and from Myohaung 
junction to Maymyo, and extra passenger trains were run, the decrease is 
very satisfactory. There were 5 cases under section 126 of the Railway Act, 
namely, placing obstacles on the line. Four cases were undetected, and in the fifth 
case the father of a small boy who placed some bricks on the line had to stand 
security for his son’s future good behaviour. Excellent detection work was done 
in connection with the attempt by a native of India, named Mehtab, to drug 2 
Karens with dhatura, in arailway carriage between Rangoon and Toungoo. The 
case resulted in the conviction of the accused on other and more serious charges 
and he was sentenced to death and hanged. 

124. Working.—Excluding Class VI, 257 true cases were investigated and 
137 or 53 per cent. ended in conviction as against 301 cases investigated and 52 per 
cent. of convictions during the previous year. Two hundred and fifty-two persons 
were dealt with, of whom 161 or 64 per cent. were convicted as against 365 per- 
sons dealt with and 52 per cent. of persons convicted during the previous year. 
Two hundred and twenty-one persons were tried, of whom 161 or 73 per cent. 
were convicted as against 316 persons tried and 191 persons, or 60 per cent. 
convicted during the previous year. These figures show a slight improvement 
in detection, and indicate the making of arrests on good and sufficient grounds. 

125. Violent crime.—\here were 4 cases of violent crime, namely, 2 cases 
of ‘‘ Robbery with hurt,” 1 case of ‘Other robberies,” and 1 case of ‘‘ House- 
breaking,” as against 15 cases during the previous year. Firearms were not used 
in any cf the cases; 3 cases, or 75 per cent. were convicted as against 53 per 
cent., of convictions in the previous year. The value of property stolen was Rs. 
107-10-9, of which Rs. 48-3-9 or 44 per cent. was recovered. ‘Three cases were 
locally investigated by the Assistant Superintendent of Police. 

126. Ordinary the/t.—Two hundred and seven cases of ordinary theft were 
reported as against 205 cases during 1898. One hundred and seventy-six persons 
were arrested, of whom 158 were tried and 122 or 77 per cent. were convicted, 
against 68 per cent. of convictions during the previous year. The value of pro- 
perty stolen was Rs. 7,364-11-6 as against Rs. 15,586-11-3 in 1898. Property 
to the value of Rs. 2,342-3-6, or 31 percent., was recovered as against 21 per cent. 
recovered during 1898. The above figures include 42 cases of theft from pas- 
sengers travelling by train as against 48 cases during the previous year. The 
value of property stolen in the 42 cases was Rs. 1,984 as against Rs. 6,236-1-0 
in 1898. 

ao Offences under the Opium Act.—Forty-four true cases were reported 
under the Opium Act as against 75 cases in the previous year. Seventeen thou- 
sand three hundred and;forty-two tolas of opium were seized as against forty-six thou-. 
sand six hundred and twenty-six tolas seized during 1898. The Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Police attributes the decrease in seizures to the great vigilance 
exercised by the Railway Police in 1898, 
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128. Escapes from police custody.—There were two escapes from police 
custody during the year. 

129. Services of officers.—Mr. A. B. Skinner, Assistant District Superinten- 
dent of police, was in charge of the force throughout the year. Mr. Skinner brings 
the services of the following officers to notice,—Inspector Cole, Inspector 
Catchick.

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SECTION XXX.—GENERAL ORDERS ISSUED DURING THE YEAR. 


132. The principal orders are summarised below :— 


Police Manual, Volume [].—The second volume of the Police Manual was 
completed by Mr. A. St. J. Ingle, and published towards the end of the year. 
This volume, which is practically a complete hand-book of Police Criminal Law, 
with notes and rulings applicable to Burma, should be of the greatest use to all 
ranks of the force. Mr. Ingle has done the work carefully and in the two 
volumes we have now a very complete and full Police Manual. 

Armament of the Civil Police-—The orders regarding the arming of the 
Civil Police were revised. The general principles adopted were (a) to train the 
whole of the Civil Police force in the use of firearms, (4) to provide arms (but 
no more than are likely to be required at one time) within reasonable distance of 
all police-stations for use in emergencies, (c) to provide a few arms at those 
police-stations where civil police are required to perform escort. duty or to guard 
considerable quantities of treasure or which are situated in turbulent or frontier 
tracts, (d) to keep arms only at posts where owing to the strength of the Civil 
Police and the security of the buildings, and in most cases also to the presence of 
Military Police, the danger of the arms being allowed to fall into the hands of bad 
characters is reduced to a minimum. A full list of Civil Police posts to be armed 
under these orders was published. 

Crime Gasette.—An index tothe Supplement to the Police Gasette took 
the place of the old Crime Gazette which merely repeated in another form infor- 
mation which had already appeared in the Supplement to the Poltce Gazette. 
Detailed instructions for the uniform compilation of the index were issued. 


Changes in Police registers.—Revised instructions were laid down for the 
upkeep of the register of undetected violent crimes, while with regard to certain 
other registers it was laid down that such registers need not be kept up in police- 
stations, where the orders for their upkeep did not apply, e.g., registers of passes 
issued and of firearms and ammunition deposited at frontier stations need not be 
kept up in police-stations not frontier stations and so on. 


Township Police Officers.—In order to leave the Township Police Officer 
free to move about his township and thus justify his title it was ordered that re- 
ports of crime should not be transmitted from the police to the magistracy 
through him. This change has had the effect of quickening the despatch of 
crime investigation reports and has set the Township Police Officer free to travel 
about his charge and to become better acquainted with it than he formerly used 
to be. A Township Police Officer on tour in his charge can keep himself in- 
formed of reported crimes without the submission through him of the crime 
reports. 


: Annual report.—Some minor changes to clear up doubtful points were made 
in one or two of the tables embodied in this report. 

Poisoning cases.—Revised rules for preserving the suspected viscus or other 
portion of the body in cases of poisoning were issued. 

Despatch of treasure.—The rules for the despatch of treasure by steamer 
and for its guarding were amplified. 

Cash-chests and exhibit boxes.—A paragraph regarding the acceptance for 
safe custody of Post office treasure was added to the Police Manual. Clear rules 
regarding the custody of subdivisional and township cash-chests and of Bailiffs’ 
and Deputy Bailiffs’ exhibit boxes deposited with the police were also added. 

Railway Police.—Consequent on a large reduction in the Railway Police, their 
duties and the duties of the District Police in relation to the Railway Police were 
set out afresh. Railway Police were withdrawn from a large number of small 
wayside stations, their places being taken by men from the nearest District Police 
post. The subject of accommodation for these men is now under attention. The 
railway cannot house them and in many cases the police post to which they be- 
long is several miles from the wayside station to which they are attached, so that 
it is impossible for them to go to and fro daily. 


The definition of “ Railway limits” was altered. 
13 
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Beat-patrol system.—The patrolling of, and the collection of vital statistics 
from remote tracts which are not visited so often as once a month by the police 
was provided for. 

Vacctnation.—A rule was added prohibiting the enlistment of a recruit unless 
or until he had been vaccinated, or unless he was otherwise protected from small- 
pox. 


Cantonment Code.—The provisions of the new Cantonment Code so far as 
they affect the police were brought to the notice of Police officers. 


Poltce Officers Provident Fund.—A Provident Fund for all Police officers of 
or above the rank of Assistant District Superintendent was instituted under in- 
structions received from the Government of India. 


Supervision of Native Soldiers and Followers —Rules were drawn up for 
the surveillance and supervision by the police of native soldiers and followers dis- 
missed or discharged for misconduct. 


Prosecution of Police Officers.—Attention was again drawn to the depart 
mental orders forbidding the prosecution of Police officers for petty offences un- 
less under very exceptional circumstances. It was also laid down that in every 
case in which a police officer is prosecuted suo motu by a Magistrate the Dis- 
trict Superintendent should be previously informed so that the previous character 
of the man might be duly considered. 

Military Police escorts.—-Rules for the relief of military police escorts were 
promulgated. 

Estates of deceased Military Policemen.—The procedure to be followed in 
dealing with the property of deceased members of the Military Police was set out 
in a circular issued by the Local Government in the Judicial Department. 


SECTION XXXI.—SERVICES OF OFFICERS. 


133. Lieutenant-Colonel S.C. F. Peile was Inspector-General. of Police 
throughout the year. 

Mr. J. Dixon was Deputy Inspector-General of Civil Police from 1st January 
to the 13th March 1899, on which date he proceeded on furlough, making over to 
Mr. R. B. Hawkes, who officiated during the remainder of the year. 

Major H. Parkin was Deputy Inspector-General of Military Police through- 
out the year. 

Captain G. T. Robinson was Deputy Inspector-General of Police for Supply 
and Clothing throughout the year. 

Mr. R. A. L. Fanshawe was in charge of the Police Secretariat from the 
Ist January to the 6th March 1899, on which date he proceeded on furlough, 
making over to Mr. W. G. Snadden, who officiated during the remainder of the 
year. 

Mr. A. G. Mayne was Personal Assistant to the Inspector-General of Police 
from the rst to the 3rd January 1899. 

Mr. R. H. Greenstreet, C.1 E., was Personal Assistant to the Inspector- 
General of Police from the 4th January to the 27th July 1899. 

Mr. A. St. J. Ingle was Personal Assistant to the Inspector-General of Police 
in addition to his own duties from the 28th July to the 7th August 1899. 

Mr. C. E. Lloyd was Personal Assistant to the Inspector-General of Police 
from the 8th August to the end of the year. 

Mr. A. St. J. Ingle was Personal Assistant to the Deputy Inspector-General 
of Civil Police throughout the year. 

Lieutenant H. W. Jackson was Personal Assistant to the Deputy Inspector- 
General of Military Police from the 1st January to the 15th August 1899, on 
which date he was relieved by Lieutenant W. B. T. Abbey, who held the appoint- 
ment to the end of the year. 

All the abovementioned officers have worked well and earned my thanks 
for their co-operation and assistance.

SECTION I.—STRENGTH, DISTRIBUTION, COST, AND CASTE. 


134. The sanctioned and actual strength of the Military Police on the 1st 
January 1899 and the 1st January 1900 is shown in 
Table A. The force is divided into 12 battalions, of 
which two are in Lower Burma. - There is also a force of 198 men in the Arakan 
Hill Tracts. Steps have been taken to enlist three additional companies of Gur- 
khas to occupy early in1go1. Certain posts in the Southern Shan States, at pre- 
sent garrisonedby native troops. The reduction of two companies in the strength 
of the Lower Chindwin Battalion ordered in 1898 was carried out during the year 
under report. 


135. Reserve Battalion This battalion does not furnish any posts, but 
every available man was employed during the open season to reinforce other batta- 
lions, 


136. Myitkyina Battalion.— The following alterations were made in the out- 
posts of the battalion :— 


The strength of Sima was reduced from 182 men to 152 men, owing to 
the withdrawal of. two guns to headquarters. The strength is, 
however, made up to 175 men during the open season. 

The post at Waingmaw was reduced from 30 men to 16 men during the 
rains. 

The post at Nsentaru was abandoned in favour ofa new site at Loingu, 
7 miles distant. 

137. Bhamo Battalion.—The strength of the post at Wuntho was increased 
from 50 men to 70 men, and the following posts were reduced during the year :— 


Tigyaing from 25 to 20 men. |  Pinlébu from 50 to 40 men. 


The posts at Lwelén, Pumsibum, Pansibum, and Lwejebum, established during 
1898, were withdrawn in May 1899, and new posts were put out as under in De- 
cember 1899 :—

138. Ruby Mines Battalion.—The post at Laungzin was withdrawn during 
the year. 

si 39. Upper Chindwin Battalion.—Seven companies were transferred to the 
Upper Chindwin district from the Lower Chindwin Battalion, and seven companies 
of the Upper Chindwin Battalion were sent down country, five companies to Toun- 
goo, and two to the Ruby Mines Battalion. The drafting in of new blood has pro- 
duced an improvement in the health return of the Upper Chindwin Battalion. A 
scheme has been sanctioned for the amalgamation of the Upper Chindwin and 
the Karen Battalions with headquarters at Monywa. 

140. Lower Chindwin (Karen) Battalton.—The reduction of two com- 
panies sanctioned in 1898 was carried out during the year under report. One com- 
plete company was sent to Toungoo and two Jemadars and 47 men to Mandalay, 
the remainder being absorbed tv fill vacancies in the battalion during the year. 

141. During the year 1899 the following changes of companies were sanc- 
tioned and carried out :— 

Seven companies from the Lower Chindwin Battalion to the Upper Chin- 
dwin Battalion. 

Five Karen compantes trom the Karen Battalion to the Lower Chindwin 
Battalion. 

Two Karen companies trom the Ruby Mines Battalion to the Lower 
Chindwin Battalion. 
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Consequent on the transfer of seven Karen companies to Ménywa, the designation 
of the Lower Chindwin Battalion was changed to that of the Karen Battalion. 

142. Chin Fills Battalion—A company of Sikhs was transferred from 
Magwe in place ofa company of Punjabi Mahomedans withdrawn and sent to other 
battalions. 

143. Magwe Battalion.--One Sikh company was transferred to the Chin 
Hills. 

144. Mandalay Battalion.—The posts at Zagabin and Wundwin were with- 
drawn and a new post of 25 men was established at Madaya. The sanctioned 
strength of the battalion was increased by 14 in order to provide a guard at the 
Gokteik gorge, where railway construction work is going on. 

145. Northern Shan States Batialion.—The post at Tawnio was withdrawn 
in May and a new post of 30 men was established at Tangyan. 

146. Rangoon Battalion.—The punitive police force employed in the Han- 


’ thawaddy district was withdrawn on the 1st September 1899. 


147. Zoungoo Battalion.—The strength of the battalion was increased by 
one company during the year. Consequent on the transfer of five Karen com- 
panies to Upper Burma and of Indians in their room to the Toungoo Battalion, the 
designation of the battalion was changed. Prior to the transfer of the Karen com- 
panies it was styled the Karen Battalion. 

148. Arakan [tlt Tracts.—-Vhirteen men were received on transfer from the 
Myitkyina Battalion to complete establishment. 

149. Cost.—Table E.-1 in the appendices shows the cost of the military police 
in 1899. 

150. Caste.—Tabies B and B.-1 in the appendices show the caste composi- 
tion of the force on the 1st January 1899 and the rst January 1900 respectively. 

151. Reserve Battalion.--The composition of the battalion was fixed in 
August 1899 as follows :—

152. Rudy Alines Battalion.—Two companies of Karens were transferred to 
Ménywa and two companies of Gurkhas and Garhwalis were received on transfer 
from the Upper Chindwin Battalion. 

153. Upper Chindwin Battalion.—The following caste composition was

154. Karen Battalion.—The constitution of the battalion after the transfer 
of five Karen companies from Toungoo and two from Mogék became seven com- 
panies Karens and one company Indians, 

155. Chtn Hills Battalion.—The Punjabi Mahomedan company was with- 
drawn during the year and a company of Sikhs received from Magwe. The gun 
establishment of £ahars was brought up to the sanctioned strength. 

156. Mandalay Battalion.—The Sikh companies were increased from three 
to four and the Mahomedan companies were reduced from four to three. 

157- Zoungoo Battalion.—After the transfer of the five Karen companies to 
Monywa and the transfer of a company of Indians from Ménywa, the caste com- 
position of the battalion became 14 companies of Indians, including Gurkhas, and 
one company of Karens. 

158. Other Battalions.—No permanent changes in the caste composition of 
other battalions took place during the year. 

159 British Officers.—The sanctioned strength of British Officers of the 
Burma Military Police on the 1st January 1900 was—

SECTION II.—CASUALTIES, REWARDS, AND PUNISHMENTS. 


161. Tables C and C-1 show the number and cause of casualties of officers 
and men during the year, the number punished and rewarded, and the percentage 
in each battalion to the average strength of the entire force as compared with the 
previous year. 

162. Myitkyina Battalion—The number of men who deserted and resigned 
is considerably lower than last year. In most cases of desertion the men deserted 
off furlough, and a few of the resignations are those of men who when at home on 
leave made application and were permitted to resign. 

There is a marked decrease in the number of departmental punishments. The 
Battalion Commandant considers that this is due to the effect of visiting certain 
offences with short terms of imprisonment in the battalion quarter-guard as report- 
ed last year. The 75 men rewarded departmentally were a party who surprised 
the village of Matau beyond the administrative border during the month of March. 

163. Bhamo Battalion.—The resignations include 30 Kachins as compar- 
ed with 46 last year. Three Kachin sepoys deserted during the year. 

164. Ruby Mines Battalion.—The Commandant notes, as a satisfactory fea- 
ture, that the punishments awarded to non-Commissioned Officers have decreased. 
The number of judicial punishments shows a marked decrease. 


165. Zhe Karen Battalion —The conduct and discipline of the Karens after 
their transfer to Ménywa was bad, and two very serious outbreaks occurred at 


pwes held in the town of Monywa. Six of the offenders in the last case were tried 


and convicted by the Sessions Court. The conduct of the men of the battalion 
and the question of the future distribution of the Karens is now under the consider- 
ation of Government. 4 


166. Chin Hills Battalion.—The record of the battalion as regards punish- 
ments was most satisfactory throughout the year. Departmental punishments fell 
from 51 to 17 and judicial punishments from 4 to 2. With regard to these figures 
the Commandant comments as follows :— 

“ This of itself speaks highly for the discipline of the battalion, especially in view of 
the fact that every important outpost being commanded by a British Officer there is little 
chance of crime being screened.” 

In August a murder occurred at Tiddim, which resulted in the trial of the 
Subadar commanding the company. The Subadar was subsequently acquitted 
on appeal. 

167. Mandalay Battalion.—The death-rate shows a considerable increase, 
which the Battalion Commandant attributes to the unhealthiness of the country 
through which the Mandalay-Kunlon Railway line runs and in connection with 
which guards and escorts are supplied. 


168. Zoungoo Lattalion.—The increase in the death-rate was due to the out- 
break of cholera among the Karens. The decrease in desertions is attributable to 
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the transfer of the Karens from Toungoo. Sixteen Indian sepoys (Jats) were 
tried under the Military Police Act by the District Magistrate at Tavoy for dis- 
obedience of orders and were convicted. 

169. Arakan Hill Tracts.—The increase in the resignations is due to men 
having completed their second term of three years’ service and being unwilling 
to serve for a further period. There was one case of murder and suicide by a 3rd 
grade sepoy due to jealousy. 


SECTION III—HEALTH OF THE FORCE. 


170. The health statistics of the force for the years 1898 and 1899 are 
shown in Table D of the appendices. es. 

171. Reserve Battalton—A considerable proportion of the men contracted 
malaria while on column and escort duty during the open season. The general 
health of the battalion was fair. 

172. Bhamo Battalion—tThe health of the battalion as compared with the 
past year shows some improvement in the admissions into hospital. The 
Katha detachment and the outposts in that district have been very unhealthy 
this year. The Civil Surgeon, Katha, sent 34 men on sick leave out of the total 
number 47. He makes the following remarks regarding the health of the Katha 
detachment: ‘‘ The health of the detachment during the year was decidedly bad 
‘‘and was most marked in the rains. The cause of the illhealth is entirely to be 
‘ ascribed to the climate, which in consequence of the unusually heavy rainfall in 
“the year was rendered extremely insaluorious. The prevailing diseases were 
“malaria and bowel-complaints, and were marked not only by the increase in the 
“number of admissions, but also by the severity of the attacks.” 

173. Myttryina Battalion.—The health statistics of the battalion show a 
considerable improvement. 

174. Ruby Mines Battalion.—The percentage of admissions to hospital dur- 
ing the year shows a considerable increase. The number of men sent on sick 
leave continued to be very high. The company of Garhwalis and a company of 
Gurkhas transferred from the Upper Chindwin Battalion mainly caused the in- 
crease. 

175. Lower Chindwin (Karen) Battalion.—The general health of the Karen 
Battalion in Ménywa during 1899 has been very indifferent. The battalion 
suffered from several outbreaks of cholera. The disease first broke out in epi- 
demic form on the 28th May and continued until the middle of July. There were 
other outbreaks in July and September, and some cases at Sagaing. 

176. Chin Alls Battalion.—The health of the battalion was very good 
throughout the year. The health of the two companies attached during the year 
was not so satisfactory. The Battalion Commandant considers that it takes at 
least a year for men to become acclimatized. 

177. Magwe Battalion.—The general health of the battalion compares un- 
favourably with last year. The Commandant thinks that this is due to the fact 
of a party having been kept on Mount Victoria during the rains. The party con- 
sisted of 30 men, of these four died while on Mount Victoria, and four more on 
their return from disease contracted there. Of the remaining 22 men one has 
been invalided, and eight have proceeded on sick leave. The outpost at Mindat- 
Sakan is also unhealthy and the Commandant is of opinion that neither this place 
nor Mount Victoria should be garrisoned by natives of the plains. 

178. Mandalay Battalion.—Service at the post of Zagabin, now withdrawn, 
and on guard and escort duty in connection with the Railway Company has caused 
a falling off in the health of the men. 

174. Northern Shan States Baitalion.—Malarial fever accounts for the 
larger number of cases. The outpost at Hsipaw is the most unhealthy. 

180. Toungoo Battalion—The climate of the Mergui district proved very 
trying to the men transferred from the Upper Chindwin, and gave rise to an in- 
crease in the number of men sent on sick leave. It is now proposed to employ 
Karens as far as possible in this district. The increase in the number of deaths 
is due to an outbreak of cholera amongst the Karens. 
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SECTION IV.—RECRUITING. 


181. The arrangements made for recruiting during the year proved satis. 
factory, and the quality of the recruits enlisted was good. 

182. Myitkyina Battalion Two hundred and forty-eight recruits were 
enlisted during the year under report, of whom 234 were obtained through the 
District Recruiting Staff Officer:for Gurkhas at Darjeeling and Purnea. The 
Battalion Commandant remarks :— 

“T would again place on record the extent to which we are indebted to the Recruiting 
Officer for his exertions on behalf of the battalion, and for the excellent stamp of young 
men whom he enlists and sends over to us.” 

183. Bhamo Battalion —Thirty-one Kachins were enlisted during the year. 

184. Upper Chindwin Battalton.—Forty-one recruits were enlisted during 
the year, of whom 19 presented themselves for enlistment at headquarters. 

185. Lower Chindwin (Karen) Battalion Twenty-two Indians and 12 
Karens were enlisted during the year. The Commandant reports that there appears 
to be no difficulty in getting Karens to serve with the Battalion in Upper Burma. 

186. Mandalay Battalion.—One hundred and eleven recruits were enlisted. 

187. Rangoon Battalion.—During the year 127 recruits were enlisted. 

188. Zoungoo Battalion.—Fifty-one Hindustani Hindus, 31 Karens, 28 
Sikhs, 57 Punjabis, and 14 Hindustani Mahomedans were enlisted during the year. 

189. Arakan Hill Tracts —No recruiting party from this battalion was sent 
out during the year. Thirteen men were received on transfer from Myitkyina. 


SECTION V.—TRANSPORT. 
190. Table H in the appendices shows the cost by battalions in 1898 and 


1899. 

re Myitkyina Battalion.—The five boats which were shown in last year's 
report were disposed of in July 1899. One pony died and two were destroyed as 
incurable during the year and 10 were cast for various reasons. A young male 
elephant was born during the year. The ponies were kept at Myitkyina during 
the rains instead of being sent down to Shwebo as was previously done, and no 
casualties occurred. 

192. Bhamo Battalion.—The sanctioned transport of the battalion is 40 
transport ponies and five elephants. In addition to the Government transport, 
Chinese mules are hired during the open season for the outposts in the Kachin 
Hills. The Battalion Commandant reports :—- 

“ Considering the low rate at which mules are available now at Bhamo, I think that the 
hired mule system will be of more advantage to the Government than keeping a permanent 
transport as far as this Battalion is concerned.” 

The Deputy Commissioner agrees with the Battalion Commandant’s recom- 
mendation and points out that Government transport has to be maintained 
throughout the year, although it is hardly required during the rains. 

Thirty Government transport ponies were sent in November for temporary 
duty in the Chin Hills. 

193. Ruby Mines Battalion.—The sanctioned strength is six elephants and 
60 mules or ponies, but the actual strength on the 1st January 1900 was only five 
elephants and 26 ponies. It has been found almost impossible to purchase ponies 
locally. There was one death from anthrax and three from surra during the year, 
and one elephant died of colic. 

194. Opper Chindwin Batialion.—The actual strength of the transport on 
the 1st January 1900 was 49 ponies, five elephants and seven boats. Forty ponies 
were sent to the Chin Hills for temporary duty. 

195. Lower Chindwin (Karen) Battalion.—The sanctioned strength of the 
transport ponies of the Battalion during the year was 72. Forty transport ponies 
were lent to the Chin Hills Battalion for temporary duty. 

196. Chin Hills BattalionArrangements have been made to provide an 
establishment of 50 Government transport mules in the Chin Hills. Captain 
Barnard, Commandant, Bhamo Battalion, was asked to undertake the purchase of 
the mules and to entertain the attendants. These mules have been despatched 
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to the Chin Hills since the close of the year, and I anticipate their being of much 
service to the battalion. 

397. Mandalay Battalion.—The sanctioned strength of transport ponies is 
1oo amd the battalion was seven ponies short of strength on the 1st January 1900. 
Forty-five ponies were sent to the Chin Hills for temporary duty during the 
opem season. 

198. Northern Shan States Battalion.—Ten ponies died or were destroyed 
on account of surra. The increase in cost is due partly to the rise in the price 
of paddy, and partly to the animals not having been allowed out to graze owing 
to the prevalence of surra. 


SECTION VI.—MOUNTED INFANTRY. 


399. The total number of ponies sanctioned on the 1st January 1899 was 
989, and the total number sanctioned on the 1st January 1900 was 967, being a 
reduction of 22 ponies. The actual strength on the 1st January 1900 was 927, 

200. Myitky'na Battalion —The 28 Mounted Infantry ponies with the bat- 
talion were fully employed and the Battalion Commandant urges the advisability 
of raising the number to 4o. 

201. Bhamo Battalion.—The sanctioned strength on the 1st January 1899 
was 85 and the actual strength 81. 

202. Ruby Mines Battalion,—Five ponies died and seven were cast during 
the year. There were two deaths from anthrax. 

203. Lower Chindwin (Karen) Battalion.—The sanctioned strength of the 
Mounted Infantry was reduced from 67 to 25 during the year. 

204. Chin Hills Battalion Twenty-three ponies were bought during the 
year, all being of good stamp for hill work. 

205. Northern Shan States Battalion.—There was an outbreak of surra at 
Hsipaw and two ponies had to be destroyed. 

206. Rangoon Battalion.—Ten ponies died or were destroyed during the 
year and 28 were condemned and cast as useless. Fifty remounts were purchased. 

207. Toungoo Battalion.—An establishment of 20 Mounted Infantry ponies 
to be employed at Moulmein was sanctioned. Twenty ponies were transferred 
from Modnywa on reduction of establishment. 


SECTION VIIL—MUSKETRY. 

208. The results of the musketry courses of 1898 and 1899 are shown in 
Appendix F. : ; 

The Reserve Battalion is again the best shooting battalion in the force with 
a figure of merit of 115°56 as against 122°49 last year. 

The Rangoon and Mandalay battalions have the lowest figures of merit. 
The figures of the latter, however, show an improvement on those of the previous 
year. The Adjutant, Rangoon Battalion, ascribes the low figure of merit to want 
of opportunity in training the men. 

209. The Myitkyina, Bhamo, and Northern Shan States Battalions show 
a marked improvement on last year’s figures. 

The most marked falling off is in the Ruby Mines Battalion, of which the 
figure of merit has fallen from 120°62 to 82°32. The figure of merit of the bat- - 
talion in 1897 was, however, only 60°34. The changes in the personnel of the 
battalion caused by transfers interfered with the musketry training. 

The various prizes awarded for good shooting are stated in Table F. 


SECTION VIIIL—INTERIOR ECONOMY. 


210. The rules regulating the grant of leave, leave allowance, travelling 
allowance, and pension, &c., of members of the Burma Military Police, were in- 
Corporated in the Civil Service Regulations. New orders were issued regulating 
the employment of British Officers with the Burma Military Police. 

_ 211. Reserve Battalion.—The signallers of the Reserve Battalion kept up 
their course of practise in signalling throughout the year. 

212. Bhamo Battalion.—Regular heliographic communication is now kept 
up between Bhamo and the outposts at Sinluntkaba, Pankham, Warabum and 
Lwejebum. “A signalling class of 24 men was kept up during the year and did 
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much useful work. A reading-room for Native Officers and another for non- 
Commissioned Officers have been opened, where they meet twice a week, and 
lectures on drill, &c., are given by the Subadar-Major and Jamadar-Adjutant. 
A very good garden near the lines has been started and is doing well. 

tive Native Officers, 27 non-Commissioned Officers, and 71 Sepoys passed 
the colloquial examination in Yunnanese. 

213. Upper Chindwin Battal:on —Helio stations were established at Main- 
taing, Shawbu, Thamanthi, Naungmu, and Kalatah, and communication was re- 
gularly ma‘ntained. The signalling work carried on in the Chin Hills is excellent. 

214. Magwe Battalion —The Battalion Commandant remarks :— 

“During the past year warm clothing has been sanctioned for the men stationed at 
Mindat Sakan, and I trust that now they will feel the cold less, and that complaints such as 
asthma will be scarcer ” 

215. Northern Shan States Battaltun.—During the open season the batta- 
lion signallers assisted in maintaining communication between Lashio and Hopang 
in connection with the Burma-China Boundary Commission. 

216. Rangoon Battalion.—The Adjutant reports as follows :— 

“ During the year 251 men have gone on furlough as against 122 in 1898, and 155 men 
have gone on privilege leave as against 85 in 1898. The full percentage of furlough has 
been granted throughout the year.” 


SECTION IX.—ACTIVE SERVICE AND ESCORTS. 


217. Reserve Battalion.—During the year the undermentioned men pro- 
ceeded on column duty :—

218. Myttkyina Battalion.—The usual escorts were furnished to Civil Offi- 
cers on tour. A punitive expedition of 100 rifles under Lieutenant Lee went out 
from Sadon with Mr. Fraser, Civil Officer, on the 24th March 1899 and returned on 
the 5th April, having surprised the village of Matau, a nest of robbers, across the 
administrative boundary, captured the headman and his brother, and destroyed 
their village. In the open season 1899-1900, in addition to the usual Civil Offi- 
cers’ escorts, the following escorts were furnished :— 

Burma-China Boundary Commission Reserve—185 rifles under Captains 
Crocker and Whitehead. 

Northern Exploration Column—75 rifles under Captain Taylor with a 
teserve of 75 rifles under Captain Nisbett. 

219. Bhamo Battalion—Kachin sepoys were largely utilized to furnish 
escorts to Civil Officers on tour. One Kachin Jamadar, 49 Kachin sepoys, and 36 
Indians under Captain Ffrench-Mullen proceeded for duty with the Burma-China 
Boundary Commission on the 20th November 1899. The number of Indians 
included 15 Mounted Infantry and 20 Signallers. 


220. Ruby Mines Battalion.—An escort of 30 men was employed during the 
year in the Kodaung. 

221. Upper Chindwin Battalion -~-Two companies were sent for service in 
the Chin Hills. In consequence of the death of the Sawbwa of Thaungdut State, 
a party of 50 rifles under Subadar Nagessar Dube was sent to Thaungdut on the 
17th December 1899. No disturbance occurred and the party returned after 
staying there 15 days. The Commissioner, however, remarks that the prompt 
movement of the Military Police to Thaungdut in part prevented a quarrel be: 
tween the two claimants to the Sawbwaship. 

222. Chin Aills Battalion.—TYhe battalion has been employed almost un- 
interruptedly since October 1898 in disarming the Chins. The description of these 
operations has been entered into fully in the administration reports of the Superin- 
tendent, Chin Hills. 

223. Mandalay Battalion.—A company was sent to the Chin Hills for col- 
umn duty in December. 

224. Northern Shan States Battalion.—Small escorts were sent with Civil 
Officers and in connection with the Survey of India and Railway survey. 
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SECTION X,—ESCAPES. 


225. During the year 21 prisoners escaped from military police custody as 
against 17 in the preceding year, Only seven of these escapes occurred in Lower 
Burma- a 

226. Myitkyina Battalion.—There were five escapes during the year :— 

(1) One prisoner escaped from the survey escort at Kamaing but was 

recaptured, 

(2) Two prisoners escaped from Mogaung lock-up on 19th February 
1899. The non-commissioned officer and sentries were tried 
and acquitted. 

(3) A prisoner escaped from the quarter-guard at Sadén but was re- 
captured. 

(4) A Chinese prisoner escaped from Wawchon, when in charge of a 
party who had made an opium seizure. The non-commissioned 
officer was reduced to the ranks and dismissed from the service, 
and the sentries were sentenced to six months’ rigorous imprison- 
ment. The Native Officer in command was suspended from 
rank and pay from 24th June to 8th September 1899 and re- 
duced to the bottom of his grade. 

(5) Onthe 16th March 1899 a prisoner escaped from Nany6n dak 
bungalow. The non-commissioned officer was reduced to the 
ranks and sentenced to two months’ simple imprisonment, and the 
sentry was acquitted. 

The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

“The number of escapes has been very large. ‘This is due except in cases (2) and 

(3) to the military police not taking sufficient precautions to secure prisoners on the line of 
march or incamp. Number (5) wasa very bad case in which the non-commissioned officer 
neglected to take the precautions he was specially ordered to take. In case No. (2), the 
exhibit box had been left against the cage and the prisoner was able to saw away a bar 
unseen.” 

227. Bhamo Battalion.—A Kachin prisoner escaped when in charge of a 
non-commissioned officer and three sepoys between Sinlum-Kaba and Bhamo. 
The sentry on duty was tried and awarded six months’ simple imprisonment, and 
the non-commissioned officer was reduced to the ranks. The prisoner was sub- 
sequently recaptured. 

228. Lower Chindwin Battalion.—There was one case of escape during 
the year. The non-commissioned officer and one sepoy of the guard were sent up 
for trial and were acquitted by the District Magistrate. 

_ 229. Magwe Battalion.—There were four cases of escape from military 
Police custody during the year, - 

230. Mandalay Battalton.—There was one case of escape in which the 
men 1n fault were each sentenced to six months’ simple imprisonment. . 

231. Rangoon Battalion.—There were three cases of escapes during the 
year against two in 1898. 

232. Toungoo Battalion.—There were four escapes in the year, two in 
That6n, one in Bassein, and one in Myaungmya.

236. Ruby Mines Battalion.—Three cases were tried judicially by the Com- 
mandant during the year :—

sonment: the man appealed and the sentence was upheld ;

237. Lower Chindwin (Karen) Battalion —The Commandant tried seven 
cases as a Magistrate during the year :—

(2) for using unwarrantable personal violence to a prisoner in his 

charge: fined Rs. 10 or in default ten days’ rigorous imprisonment ; 

(3) (4), and (5), for desertion under section 7 (0), Act XV of 1887: six 
months’ rigorous imprisonment ; 

(6) under section 6 (4), Act XV of 1887: three months and seven 
days’ imprisonment: appeal dismissed ; 

(7) under section 7 (c), Act XV of 1887: sentenced to three months 
and one day’s imprisonment: appeal dismissed. 


238. Chin Hills Battalion.—The Battalion Commandant tried a sepoy of the 
Lower Chindwin Battalion (since transferred to Kindat) for insubordination and 
sentenced him to six weeks’ rigorous imprisonment in the quarter-guard. 

239. Magwe Battalion.—One sepoy was tried and convicted under section 
379, Indian Penal Code, but was acquitted on appeal. 

240. Mandalay Battalion Two sepoys were tried by the Commandant 
during the year under report, one under section 7 (m), Act XV of 1887, who was sen- 
tenced to four months’ rigorous imprisonment ; and another under section 6 (4), 
who was sentenced to one year’s imprisonment with hard labour. 

The Battalion Commandant also sentenced a sepoy of the Reserve Battalion 
to six months’ imprisonment under section 380, Indian Penal Code. 

Judicial Department Notifications Nos. 266 and 267, dated the 20th August 
1899, invested the Adjutants, Rangoon and Toungoo Miltary Police Battalions, 
with the powers of a Magistrate of the 1st class for the purpose of enquiring into 
and trying any offence committed by a Military Police Officer and punishable 


under Act V of 1861 or Act XV of 1887, as amended by Act III of 1899. These’ 


powers are conferred subject to the proviso that they shall only be exercised at 
headquarters in respect of offences committed at headquarters.

SECTION XIHI.—ARMS AND EQUIPMENT. 


255. Tables G and G-1 of the appendices give details of the equipment in 
charge on the 1st January 1899 and 1st January 1900. 

286. Reserve Battalion.—During the year the Chief Civil Master Armourer 
condemned a few accoutrements, &c. 

257, Myitkyina Battalion.—The equipment of the Battalion is in good order, 
with the exception of the Mounted Infantry and Transport, and this will all be re- 
newed shortly. 

The Commandant remarks :— 

“ There is still a great dearth of tents when large escorts such as have been sent out 
this cold weather are considered. More tarpaulins and a considerable increase in the number 
of water-proof sheets supplied are required.’ 

The Chief Civil Master Armourer made his annual inspection of the arms at 
Myitkyina and Mogaung in November 1899. , 

258. Bhamo Battalion.—The Civil Master Armourer inspected the arms on 
the 28th October and reported them to be “ in fairly good condition.” He con- 
demned 17 rifles, 3 pistols, and 4 Native Officers’ swords. 

289. Ruby Mines Battalion.—The arms of the battalion were reported by the 
Civil Master Armourer to be in fairly good condition. The Commandant reports 
that the ammunition is old. 

260. Lower Chindwin (Karen) Battalion.—Five hundred sets of new equip- 
ment (belts, bandoliers, &c.) were received from Rangoon in August and Septem- 
ber. Two hundred and eighty-four rifles and five pistols were re-browned tn the 
Central Armourer’s shop attached to the battalion. 

The transport saddlery of the ponies sent to the Chin Hills last year was 
condemned by a Committee and replaced. 

261. Chin Hills Battalton.—A considerable amount of new saddlery and 
Mounted Infantry and other equipment has been received during the year. The 
Commandant reports that the rifles are in very bad condition. 

262. Magwe Battalton.—The arms and equipment are in good order ; all un- 
serviceable equipment having been replaced from Rangoon. 

263. Mandalay Battalion.—The arms and equipment of the battalion are in 
Ree order. The Chief Civil Master Armourer inspected the arms on the gth 

ovember 1899. 

264. Northern Shan States Battalion.—The arms and equipment are in a 
satisfactory condition. All the long rifles have now been exchanged for short ones. 

265. Rangoon Battalion.—The arms and equipment of the battalion are com- 
plete and on the whole in good order. 

266. -Avakan Hill Tracts.—There are 225 Snider rifles of pattern 60 in the 
battalion, of which 184 are issued to the men of the battalion and the balance 41 
are kept in the store. 
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SECTION XIV.—SUPPLY AND CLOTHING. 


267. A detailed report under this head is submitted yearly by the Deputy 
Inspector-General for Supply and Clothing. 


SECTION XV.—BUILDINGS. 


268. Reserve Battalion.—The usual repairs were carried out during the year. 
The three half-company barracks burnt in 1896 have not yet been rebuilt owing 
pwant of funds. ; 

269. Myitkyina Battalion —The Commandant considers the present quar- 
ter- guard inadequate both in accommodation for prisoners and for men of the guard. 
He also recommends the building of suitable quarters for the Subadar-Major. 

270. Sadén.—The improvements now being carried out should make this fort 
thoroughly defensible. 

271. Sima.—The new stone fort is now under construction and when com- 
pleted should be superior in every way to the one at Sadén. 

272. Loingu.—The new stockaded post has been occupied and partiall 
built during the year under report, replacing the post at N’sentaru ferry. The work 
was begun by the sepoys assisted by Chinese carpenters and will be completed by 
the Public Works Department. 

273. Bhamo Battalion—The following are the more important original 
works completed during the year— 

At headquarters— 
(1) Elephant-shed and followers’ quarters. 
(2) Armourer’s shop inside Fort A. 
(3) Magazine. 
At outposts — 
(1) Completing Military Police post at Nampaung. 
(2) Completing Military Police buildings at Sinlumkaba., 
(3) Erecting a temporary post at Warabum. 

The principal works at present in progress are— 

(1) Erecting Assistant Commandant’s quarters at Sinlumkaba. 
(2) Reconstructing the post at Shwegu. 

(3) Constructing Hospital Assistant’s quarters at Banmauk. 
(4) Extending Mounted Infantry lines at Bhamo. 
(5) Lengthening barracks at Wuntho. 

274. Ruby Mines Battalion—The new lines were completed during the 
year with the exception of one well and the armourer’s shop. The battalion is 
now very well provided as regards buildings. Prisoners’ cages were provided at 
all outposts. 

275. Upper Chindwin Battalton.—Consequent on the proposals to amalga- 
mate the Upper and Lower Chindwin Battalion with headquarters at Ménywa, 
the scheme for erecting two new hospital buildings at Kindat was abandoned. 

276. Lower Chindwin (Karen) Battalion.—The buildings arein good order. 
The Commandant remarks that a separate battalion office is much needed as the 
Present office under a barrack is not suitable. More accommodation is required 
and will be provided during 1900-1901. 

277. Chin AHilis Battalton.—Two temporary barracks were constructed at 
Haka, and a prisoners’ cage was built at Fort White. 

278. Magwe Battalion —The buildings are in good order, with the excep- 
of the office, the mat walls of which have been eaten by white-ants. The Com- 
mandant suggests the advisability of reconstructing this building with brick walls 
80 aS to minimize the danger of fire. 

279. Mandalay Battalion —The following buildings were constructed by the 
Public Works Department during the year under report :— 

(1) Office building at Mandalay. 

(2) Two Native Officers’ quarters at Mandalay. 

(3) New post for 25 men at Kyaukpadaung. 

(4) One barrack, one hospital, two Native Officers’ quarters, three mar- 

ried blocks, followers’ quarters, and a stable at Myingyan. 
(5) Stables at Pyinmana. 
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The accommodation at Mandalay is still insufficient and quarters for an Assistant 
Commandant are required. 

280. Northern Shan States Battalion —The buildings are in fair condition 
and the accommodation is ample. The sanction for building new barracks at 
Kutkai was withdrawn, and the old barracks have been repaired. An armourer’s 
shop was erected at headquarters. New barracks at headquarters and family lines 
should be provided before the rains of 1gor- 

281. Rangoon Battalion.—During the year one barrack was converted intoa 
double-storied building and the armourer’s shop was rebuilt. The present quar- 
ter guard is not suited to the purpose. The office is also too small for present 
requirements. The accommodation for the ponies of the battalion is insufficient, 
A temporary stable was erected during the year, and the old standings were all 
dug out to a depth of two feet and new standings made. 

282. Zoungoo Battalion.—The men at headquarters are housed in the old 
Madras Infantry lines which afford good accommodation. The British Infantry 
workshop and one of the hospital wards are being converted into married quar- 
ters to accommodate the families of the Indian companies received from Kindat. 
New Military Police barracks were completed at Thaton and are under construc- 
tion at Myaungmya. With the exception of Kyunpyathat, in Myaungmya dis- 
trict, the men in all the posts are comfortably housed. 

283. Arakan Asll Tracts.—Administrative sanction was obtained for walling 
the barracks and cook-houses at headquarters, but funds were not available. The 
Superintendent represents the urgency of the work, which it is hoped will be car- 
ried out during 1g00. 


SECTION XVI.—SERVICE OF OFFICERS. 


284. Reserve Battalion.—Subadar Paindakhan did good work throughout 
the year as Quartermaster of the Battalion. 

285. Myttkyina Battalion.—The Battalion Commandant says— 

“The Battalion lost a sterling frontier officer, and one who had done much good work 
during his stay in the battalion, by the sad death by drowning of Captain J. H. Vanderzee, 
Assistant Commandant, in the N’maikha, on the 12th February 1899.”
